WIVES AND DAUGHTERS 
ARE DEMANDING JUSTICE 


They Beg United States Not to| 


Allow Zelaya to Escape, But 
to See That He Receives Pun- 
ishment for His Multitude of 
Crimes-~-Jails Are Crowded 
With 9,000 People. 


Managua, Nicaragua, via Corinto, 
December 18.—Some of the most prom- 
inent women in Managua have sent a 
petition to Henry Caldera, the acting 
consul of the United States. Their 
names are signed to the petition, which 
sets forth the tortures to which 
Zeilaya’s prisoners have been subjected, 
and pitifully requests the intervention 
of the American government. 

“Numberless prisoners,” says the pe- 
tition, “have been tortured in their 
cells; their families have been im- 
poverished; liberty has been crushed, 
and patriots have been killed in their 
efforts to end crime, extortion and 
tyranny, and to prevent the assassina- 
tion of Groce and Cannon. 

Bringing Malefactor to Justice. 

“We implore you to bring the male- 
factor to justice, that his many crimes 
may receive the punishment they de- 
serve, and that he be not permitted to 
escapc.” 

For weeks the associates and adher- 
ents of Zelaya have been conducting a 
reign of terror. Their chief victims 
have been the best people of the coun- 
try. Property has been confiscated, 
fathers and songs imprisoned, wives 
and daughters forced to submit to 
unspeakable outrages, dragged off to 
jail. or cruelly injured. So appalling 
were the conditions that a large num- 
ber of women met and finally decided 
to submit their plea to the represen- 
tative of the government, whose war- 
ships are close at hand. They seek 
not only their own protection, but the 
safety of those Who in the last few 
days have had courage enough to rise 
in public places and denounce Zelaya 
and his administration. 

The agitation became so strong 
against the holding of hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, in prison, that the 
officials deemed it advisable to take 
steps to release at least some of those 
against whom crimes had only been 
alleged. 

Many Behind Bars. 

Most of the political prisoners, there- 
fore, were released todav, but there 
are still many others behind the walls. 

It was after the American warships 
reached Corinto that the demonstra- 
tion against Zelaya became _  pro- 
nounced, for those who have been cry- 
ing for the revolution wene fully con- 
vinced that blue jackets and marines 
from the ships would be landed. 

Now they are terrified lest no men be 
sent ashore. In such an event, they 
fear reprisals by the Zelaya forces, 
which are still strong in Managua. 

Mauy revolutionary suspects have 
been thrown Into prison and put to 
torture, and there are also a number 
now in chains who refused to do the 
bidding of the government. Among 
these is Anibal Chavez, an army offi- 
cer, who was in command of the firing 
squad when Grote and Cannon were 
brought out for execution. He refused 
to give the firing order, exclaiming, as 
he threw down. his sword: “I'am a 
soldier, not a murderer.” 

Consul Caldera is daily in receipt of 
menaces of death, but beyond exer- 
cising watchful care, he has taken no 
precautions to guard against attack, 
and goes about attending to the duties 
of his post. 

Madris Max Succeed Zelaya. 

Word has reached oth ope Dr. a 

Zelaya’s candidate for presi- 
ey has arrived at San Juan del Sur, 
on his way to Corinto. He is hastening 
to Managua to inform himself person- 
ally of the situation... At Corinto, it is 
believed.

Following close upon the 
resignation of President Zelaya, an en- 
tire change has taken place in the 
administration of the departments of 
Granada, Managua, Leon, Jinotega and 
Matagalpa.

Burbage Put Under Arrest in 


Building While Following the 
President of the Central Bank 
and Trust Corporation—$20,- 
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FIRST “BLACK HAND” PLOT 
FOILED BY DETECTIVES 


In connection withthis attempt 
to “Black Hand” Mr. Candler, 
it will be recalled that this is 
the second time the attempt has 
been made, the first one, made 
about a year ago, being unsuc- 
cessful, and resulting in the ar- 
rest of the sender of the letters. 

Government and city detectives 
were put on the case as soon as 
Mr. Candler received the letters 
in which he and his family were 
threatened with a deadly dose of 
dynamite. The first attempt 
made. to trap the writer by 
watching the steps of a church 3 
in Inman Park, where he had di- 
rected the money be placed, 5; 
proved a failure, through the 
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timidity of the young Black 
Hander. 

On the next occasion, however, 
Mr. Candler was directed to put 
gx the money on a certain spot on 
a lonely road, and an arrest was 
made, the writer being found to 
be Dan W. Johnson, Jr., a boy 
in his teens, who, on account of 
the friendship between his father 
and Mr. Candler, was not prose- 
cuted. 
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Menaced by “Black Hand” letters, 
threatening his own death and that of 
his family by dynamite, President Asa 


G. Candler, of the Central Bank and 
Trust Corporation, has employed pri- 
vate detectives and informed the post- 
office inspectors in an effort to dis- 
cover the authors of these epistles and 
bring them to justice. 

The first step toward ferreting out 
‘this mystery came early last week, 


when the private detective agency of 
Carter & Patterson arrested J. H. Bur- 
bage, believing that he can throw some 
light upon the subject. 

Burbage claims to have come from 
Birmingham. He is said to have been 
reared in Greenville, 8 C. He is held 
on the char@we of “vagrancy,.” on a 
warrant to that effect sworn out in the 
office 6f Solicitor Lowry Arnold, by 
Zach Rowan, chief of the county 
police. 


BURBAGFE IS ARRESTED

He was caught on last Thursday aft- 
ernoon In the Pryor street entrance to 
the Candler building, to which place

Three letters have been received by

F. Aked, that William Watson was 
neither an insane man or a cad, Rob- 
inson Watson enters into detailed ex- 
PlanatiOn of William Watson’s mental 
state and the causes that contributed 
to it. 

That there is no reason for William 
Watson’s hatred of the Herbert: As- 
quiths, is stated by Robinson Watson, 
who says that with the return of his 
sanity, William Watson will deplore 
and decry his own bitter accusations.

Oogized for his interview. but holds that 
this should be a lesson to all thinking 
porsons not to criticise the facts of an- 
other before investigating the mental 
conditon or other probable causes lead- 
ing up to them. 

Mental Balance Upset Since 1892. 

Mr. Watson’s statement says’ that 
his brother’s mental balance has been 
upset since 1892, when the poet worked 
for “fifty consecutive hours without a 
break for either table or sleep, and, 
barely touching food of ‘any kind, 
worked in almost tremulous eagerness 
and anxiety, his whole mind vibrating 
in painful sympathy with his theme; 
and delivered to The London News his 
immortal ‘Lachrymae Musarum,” a 
poem of which Mr. Gladstone said to 
her late majesty, Queen Victoria, that, 
in his opinion, it was ‘greater than 
Tennyson’s “Own Ode” on the death of 
the duke of Wellington.’ 

“Only a week later, and it became 
evident, beyond all doubt, that his mén- 
tal balance was gone. Sudden success 
and joy had told on him more than all 
adversity and pain.

The Report Was Submitted by 
Rector Torp and Provoked 
Animated Discussion---Public 
Opinion at Copenhagen Is 
Beginning to Become Hostile 
to Dr. Cook. 


Copenhagen, December 138.—It is 
stated on high authority that the com- 
mitteo of the University of Copen- 
hagen, in its preliminary examination 
of his records, failed to discover proof 
that Frederick A. Cook reached the 


North Pole. 

A preliminary report was made. by 
the examining committee at a secret 
session of the consistory of the uni- 
versity today. The consistory listened 
to the report, which provoked an ani- 
mated discussion. 

It appears that the data so far sub- 
mitted is not held sufficient to estab- 
lish the explorer’s claims. 

The result of today’s discussion was 
a request on the part of the consistory 
that the committee continue its work. 
The university body will leave to the 
investigators proper the matter of 
making public later the results of their 
inquiries. 

Nothing Made Public. 

It is announced by an official of thé 
university tnat the consistory will not 
make public any communication based 
upon information received orally from 
the committee at today’s meeting. 

The report was presented by Rector 
Torp, but its nature was carefully 
guarded. lt was admitted, however, 
that the work thus far accomplished 
provoked an animated debate among 
the university officials. 

“The .committee’s work is not yet 
finished.” said Rector Torp. “I cannot 
tell how long it will continue, but I 
hope that the report can be made pub- 
lic befadre New Year's. Both the mem- 
bers of: the consistory and the examin- 


ing committee have been forbidden

New York, December 18.—(Publishers 
Press Spectal.)—With the return of El- 
bert M. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Stecl Corporation, to this city 
from the south on Wednesday, where 
he has been inspecting the plants of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company. 
in Alabama, it is expected that there 
will be an announcement of gigantic 
plans for the Birmingham district. 

in short, it is believed that the 
United States Steel Corporation will 
make the centers of its activities in the 
Birmingham and the Gary, Indiana, 
districts. This is in order to disman< 
tle these mills in Pennsylvania, Ohio 
West Virginia which have been 
centers of industrial wars for many 
years. It was announced in Pittsburg 
that there would be many removals to 
Gary, but the first intimation of ex- 
tension in Alabama was given through 
Mr. Gary’s inspection tour south. 

The sovthern mills have been practi- 
cally free from labor troubles, as com- 
pared with the mills in the Pittsburg 
district. It has become a policy of the 
steel trust to make centers in the dis- 
tricts whefe laborgagitation is con- 
spicuous by its absence. 

Theres another reason for southern 
extension. The steel corporation in- 
tcrds to make Birmingham a distribut- 
ing point for all the iron and steel pur- 
chased for the iron trade in South 
America, including the Panama canal. 
The new plans of the company compre- 
rend the shipment of steel and iron 
from New Orleans, Gulfport or some 
other convenient city.

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IR. H. D. DELOACH, OF ATHENS, 


IS ELECTED TO MEMBERSHIP 


IN 


BRITISH ROYAL SOCIETY 


Athens, Ga, December 18.—(Special.) 
The old saying, “That .the prophet is 
not without honor, save in his own 
country.” is peculiarly appropriate 
in the following instance, for.the fact 
that England should be the first to 
recognize the magnificent work being 
done by a southern educator, working 
in the Empire State of the South, is 
an apt illustration of how the greater 
majority of the people have to be 
shown by others. 

Professor Munsterberg, of Harvard, 
has been complaining recently of the 
lack of respect in America for the at- 
tainments of scholarships. He made 
some invidious comparisons in this re- 
gari1 between our country, on the one 
hand, and Germany and England, on 
the other. 

This is not, happily. a truth of unil- 
Wersal application. Sometimes a man’s 
work, though eminently scientific and 
abstruse, is so closely connected with 
the well-being of the people that they 
find him out soone- or later. Such a 
case is that of R. 7 H. DeLoach, now 
professor of the cotten Industry in the 
State College of Agriculture. Mr. De- 
Loach has just received formal  no- 
tification of his selection to member- 
ship in the Royal Societv. an English 
organization for the encouragement of 
arts, ,manufactures and commerce. 

Membership in the Roya) Society Is 
an honor coveted by scientifie men the 
world over. No greater distinction 
could be conferred on a scientific in- 
vestigator. The Royal. Soctety was 
founded in 1660 and incorporated in 
1662. Its birth and growth have. there- 
fore, coincided with the beginning and 
advancement of modern science and 
the organization has embraced in its 
membership the eminent scientists of 
the world for two hundred and fifty 
years. Standing always for what ‘8s 
truest and best in the intellectual life 


of England and the world, the pres- 
tige of the society is exceedingly great. 
Recognajtion ef Good. Work. 

This signal honor has come to Mr. 
DeLoach in recognition of his work in 
the investigation of various questions 
bearing on the cotton industry. After 
special preparation at Cornell and work 
in the laboratories of the bureau of 
plant industry at Washington, Mr. 
DeLoach spent three years at the 
Georgia experiment station, whence he 
came to Athens. Several of his pub- 
lications have commanded attention 
wherever cotton is grown. 

Mr. DeLoach is trying to prevent loss 
in the manufacture of cotton by breed- 
ing a supérior fiber. He is practically 
the only man in America who {s work- 
ing at this problem. The British gov- 
ernment is engaged in similar work, 
and Mr. Delwach is in constant cor- 
respondence with Englishmen in Cam- 
bridge, Egypt and South Africa on the 
general subject of the cotton industry. 
The nature of his work will be made 
clearer by an instance. - Mr. DeLoach 
has visited sixteen typical cotton coun- 
ties in Georgia, and has counted the 
seed in no less than 10,000 bolls of 
cotton in each county, for the purpose 
of finding the average of undeveloped 
seed in specially selected and {n unse- 
iected cottons. The average he found 
to run from one in. the best cottons 
to four in the poorest, making 100,- 
000 ‘‘motes’” in a good bale and 400,- 
000 in poorly selected cotton. The pro- 
portion of motes is vitally related to 
the grading* of cotton by buyers and 
manufacturers. If he could produce a 
special cotton free from motes, and get 
people to plant it, he would save mil- 
lions of dollars to the people of the 
south. In the experimental plot on the 
Agricultural college farm, Mr. DeLoach 
has evolved a cotton which is almost 
wholly free froin the defective seeds. 

It is thus apparent that Mr. DeLoach 
is doing the world a valuable service, 
the importance of which is recognized 
s0ar away as England and the Brit- 
‘sh eolonies.

France. 


Paris, December 18.—Former Minis- 
ter Gabriel Hanotaux, in an article ap- 


Ipealing for public support of recently 


organized France-American committee 
designed to improve the economic and 
social relations of the two countries, 
and of which he is president, predicts 
that the United States, which now holds 
the balance of power in the Pacific, is 
destined some day to intervene in the 
quarrels of the great- nations of Eu- 
rope. 

M. Hanotaux, in part, says: 

“Every clairvoyant European states- 
man now foresees the probability of 
American imperialistic action. It is the 
ecnstant pre-occupation of Emperor 
William.” 

The former minister argues 
France’s position in Europe is anala- 
gous to that of America, and that it’ 1s 
virtually necessary that there should 
be no possibility of a misunderstanding 
in the future, recalling that during 
his own ministry, at the time of the 
Spanish-American war, France was 
driven almost to a rupture over an in- 
significant blockade incident.

So Declare Roman Bish- 
ops of England. 


Pastoral Letters Issued by Prel- 
ates of Roman Church Prom- 
ise to Further Tangle the 
Situation Brought by the Re- 
jection of Budget by Lords. 


London, December 18.—(Publishers’ 
Press Cable.)—An element has enter- 
ed into British politics which may fur- 
ther tangle the very much mixed sit- 
uation brought about by the rejection 
of the budget by the house of lords. 
Many of the Roman Catholic bishops 
have issued pastorals in which allu- 
sion is made to the position of. the 
Roman Catholic schools, and to the im- 
portance to Catholics to put men in 
parliament who will use their votes to 
secure fair treatment for the schools. 

One of the most noteworthy, pastorals 
is that of the Bishop of Newport, in 
the course Of which he says: 

“Let it be carefully noted that the 
use of the vote in defense and support 
of the church is obligatory on Cath- 
olics.” 

After pointing out that it is certain 
that no party gives to the Catholic 
church all that she justly claims, Dr. 
Hedley proceeds: 

“There is at least one principle which 
may be laid down for the guidance of 
Catholics in this country, as every- 
where else. The church has the right 
to intervene even in practical politics, 
and when she speaks, Catholics are 
bound to'obey. By the church is here 
meant the local authorities of the 
church, that is, the authorities which 
have the duty of deciding in grave and 
difficult emergencies, for example, the 
bishops of the province. To contend 
that the bishops may only pronounce 
upon abstract questions, and may not 
authoritatively direct their flock to 
support or oppose a concrete and defi- 
nite measure, or to vote for or against 
an existing “party” at an election is 
to paralyze the church’s arm.” 

The pastoral of Bishop Hedley has 
created something of a sensation. It 
is the first time in many years that the 
right of the Catholic chureh to control 
the vote of its members in England 
has been so publicly and strongly as- 
serted.

Their Action Keynote of 
Political Situation. 


Many Long Hidden Beauties 
Are Discovered in the Old 
Palace of the Popes at Au- 
vignon---Place of Exile of Six 
Popes. 


By Paul Villiers. 

Paris, December 13.—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)-—-One of the most _ in- 
teresting features of the political situ- 
ation in France just now is the proba. 
ble action of the Catholics, 

It is not to be denied if the church- 
men act in accord they can exercise a 
powerful influence on the elections, 
but there is very serious doubt ag to 
whether they can get together on any 
line of concerted action. Thére is a 
strong element among the higher 
clergy to act with the royalists, but 
this is vigorously opposed in  hign 
quarters as likely to hurt rather than 
help the cause the church has at heart, 
the restoration of its old privileges. It 
is possible that a strong independent 
organization of Catholic voters will 
be formed to support only such candi- 
dates as are pledged to favor the re- 
moval of the interdict against religious 
orders and. the restoration of the 
church schools. 

If this is done, it is acknowledged 
that there are likely to be some big 
changes in the next chamber of depu- 
ties. 

More Hidden Beauties. 

The old palace of the popes at Avig- 
non is giving up still more of its beau- 
ties long hidden under whitewash and 
stucco. It is not only frescoes that 
come to the light of day, but also ex- 


quisite stone work and a noble archi- 


tectural plan that had been quite for- 
gotten. The palace, the place of exile 
to six popes, “a French Vatican,” as it 
was called, has been for nearly a hun- 
dred years an army barracks, and was, 
superficially at least, ruined both by 
the work of adaptation and by the nat- 
ural carelessness of+generations of 
military men, officials and troops. 
Splendid rooms were divided length- 
wise and heightwise; partitions along 
the floor and added floors inserted half 
way up the lofty rooms, completely 
destroyed even the memory of the an- 
cient nobility of form. And coats in- 
numerable of paper and paint. obliter- 
ated glowing frescoes and delicate ma- 
gonry. 

It. was the mayor of Avignon who 
first discovered, by accident, that 
beauty still lingered under the ruin. 
He broke away with his stick a mould- 
ering fragment of stucco, and revealed 
a great splash of rich color. Getting 
interested, he had a part of the wall 
completely shaven and cleaned and 
was rewarded by the sight of two 
beautiful wall paintings. He started 
an agitation for the paying of proper 
respect to the palace; he finally se- 
cured its freedom from the military 
occupation andits “classification” as a 
“monument of national art.” Every 
day, since then, has brought out new 
beauties, ag the skilled artists labor 
at the work of revelation. All the par- 
¢itions and all the isolated floors have 
now been removed; as the base stucco 
comes down, there are found the most 
beautifully traced arches and window 
frames and scroll work of ceilings. The 
private apartments of Pope Clement 
VI. are now in finished order—splendid 
roome of the greatest architectural 
stateliness, and decorated with wall 
aintings showing landscapes and 
unting expeditiong. It is thought 
that the whole palace will be cleared 
and shown truly within a few months. 
It will be one of Europe’s most beau- 
tiful palaces—but the sign of the bar- 
barish of the early nineteenth century, 
will still remain in the ugly holes 
made for the inserted floors. 


Sues French Government. 


Mile. Ernestine Orsini Spadoni, the 
80le surviving daughter of the man 
who tried to murder Napoleon III with 
a bomb at the Paris opera in January, 
1858, has put in a claim against the 
French government for repayment, 
with interest of a sum of £640, which 
her father had in his possession when 
he was arrested. With compound in- 
terest, her claim is £8,080. But it is 
very unlikely that the French govern- 
ment will disgorge. 

Attacks upon railways in southern 
France continue. According to a Tou- 
lon telegram published by The Echo 
de Paris, for the third time robbers 
attacked a ods train at Cassis, near 
Marseilles. rofiting by the fact that 
the line follows the coast, and that at 
a certain point the train slows down, 
the robbers climbed upon a wagon and 
threw out packages. The railway 
guards and policemen, however, sur- 
prised them, and a fight took place, 
exchanged from

at the post, and with threats demand- a 


ed that the prisoner should be given 
up to them. The official in och % 
fearing that the ten men at his dis. 
posal would not be enough to defend 
the post in the event of an attack, tel- 
ephoned for instructions to the ad- 
ministrator, who was 30 leagues away. 
He was told to give up the prisoner. 

Then ensued horrible scenes of say- 
agery. The natives began torturing 
Ali Seck; they plerced his ankies with 
@ knife’ and bound his feet together 
by passing a rope through the hole. His 
Were secured by means of a 
wire, which was made red-hot and 
passed through the unfortunate 
Wretch’s biceps. 

After being carried away his nose 
and ears were cut off and nailed to a 
tree. He was then made to undergo 
torture for three days, and then, = 
ony, Ali Seck succumbed. His ¥ 
was cut into pleces, which were burnt. 
and the ashes scattered at the feet of 
the village idols. 


Pernicious Fee System. 


For a full quarter of a century 
Parisians have been protesting against 
the fee system at the theaters, and yet 
the evil continues to exist. Every 
foreign visitor to Paris has unpleasant 
recollections of the exactions of the 
pink-ribboned lady who shows you to 
your seat, the lady who brings you a 
footstool, the lady who spoils your best 
overcoat, and the man who brings you 
@& program when the play ts half over. 

ut the attendants in some of the 
Paris theaters have hit upon a new form 
of extortion this season. It is the 
“vestiaire recommande,’, or “Spectal 
cloakroom.” It consists of a placard 
on which is printed “Vestiaire simpie 
10 cents.” ‘“Vestiaire recommande, 15 
cents.”” In plain English this means 
that unless you give the attendant 154 
cents, she will tumble your clothes for: 
you even more horribly than they used 
to be tumbied. This extra fee is bare- 
faced blackmail. and has aroused an 
outcry in the press for the no-fee sys- 
tem in al) Paris theaters. But that 
Outcry is raised @very year, and no- 
body takes any notice of it now. The 
Parisians are a long-suffering people, 
and they will put up with anything 
vesnet than stay away from the the- 
ater. 


Politicians Alarmed. 


The more conservative politicians 
are alarmed at M. Millerand’s announce- 
ment of his intention to introduce a 
bill into the chamber of deputies in- 
vesting working mines with a share 
of proprietary rights in the produce 
of mines. The minister has many 
times within recent years advocated 
this sort of profit-sharing as a meas- 
ure of social justice. The socialist dep- 
uties are, of course, in favor of the 
nationalization of the mines. As a 
Socialist, that is also M. Millerand’s 
view, but as a practical statesman he 
regards it as an ideal still distant, and 
concerns himself with any reform, 
however smali, that is immediately 
attainable. The nationalization of the 
mines enters into the. program of a 
jurwe section of the republicans in the 
chamber who fall short of socialism. 
These politicians are ready to subject 
all new mining concessions to the ap- 
plication of M. Millerand’s principle of 
participation in the profits. It has 
veen ciggested that the minister him- 
self might propose that it should be 
applieé at once to the new coal-mining 
district of Meurthe-et-Moselle, which 
is about to be developed. 


Liabilit 
ausoleum Patent. 

The children of a decedent, some of 
whom were his executors, contributed, 
all in an unofficial capacity, enough 
money to build a mausoleum for en- 
tombing his body. An action was then 
brought against those of the children 
who were executors for infringing «@ 
patent process of building mausole- 
ums. In C. E. Tayntor Granite Co. v. 
Goetchius, 171 Federal Reporter, 108, 
the federal circuit court was of the 
Opinion that the ‘structure was not 
by the defendants in their ca- 
vacity as executors. They did not own 
t. nor does the estate own it. This 
would be true even were the edifice 
reared on private land; but it is al- 
leged and proven to have been erected 
in a cemetery in the state of New 
York, and by the laws of that*state 
a lot in such cemetery, when once 
used for purposes of interment, ceases 
to be property in the ordinary sense 
of the word. Since, therefore, the de- 
fendants did not put up this building. 
do not own it, cannot remove it, and 
obviously have made no profit there- 
from, and never will make any, a bill 
in equity will not Ne.

WORRY “BUSS 


These Be Unhappy Days 
for Murphy of Tammany. 


Murphy Lost Lot Letters Re- 
ceived From His Lieutenants 
and Their Publication Proves 
Embarrassing---Murphy May 
Be Displaced as Leader. 


Néw York, December 18.-—(Publish- 
61s’ Prese.)—Charles F. Murphey, of 
Tammany Hall, is thoroughly disgusted 
with all letters and the next time he 
g@ces to Mount Clemens, or elsewhere, 
to rest, he will leave positive orders to 
all the Tammany sub-bosses that no 
letters whatever are to be written, and 
even postal cards are to be tabooed. 

The recent publication of letters said 
to have been received by Mr. Murphy 
from his lieutenants while he was in 
Mount Clemens, has stirred up the 
liveliest kind of a row in democratic 
circles ere. It is stated that Judge

New York, December 18.—Mrs. Caro- 
line W. Martin astonished the court 
today by her denial of any connection

Both women were 
brought before a police magistrate to 
answer whether or not they would fight 
extradition to New Jersey, where, with 
a third sister, Virginia Wardlaw, they 
ave all charged with the murder of 
Ocey Snead, Mrs. Martin's daughter. A 
further hearing will be heid on Mon- 
day. 

The sisters stood side by side, heav- 
ily veiled as always, and robed in fold 
on fold of baggy black. Sister Mary 
was mute, but Sister Caroline showed 
herself the fighter of the family. 

“I hadn’t seen this woman,” she said, 
in a dead, unmusical voice, “for a long 
time until she came to the Tombs. Il 
know little of her. We have nothing 
to do with each other. Our cases are 
entirely separate.” 

Squat and Almost Shapeless. 

Squat, broad and almost shapeless, 
in her heavy folds of black, she planted 
herself in stolid opposition to the 
court and the detectives, fighting for 
time and public sympathy. When she 
lifted her veil a face was disclosed as 
brown as a walnut shell, and so wrink- 
led that the eyes were almost hidden. 

Mrs. Martin was brought into court 
in company with Mrs. Mary Snead,: her 
sister, also ‘under arrest in connection 
with the alleged murder. The ccurt al- 
icwed her considerable latitude at first. 
Mrs. Martin seemed determined that 
her sister should not be dragged into 
the case. 

. When Magistrate Cornell announced 
that he would have to hold both the 
women, trouble began. “I understand,’ 
said the court, “that the magistrate 
will sit next Tuesday, and they prob- 
ably will be indicted.” 

Mrs. Martin began to question tne 
regularity cf the proceedings. She 
wanted to Know under what section of 
the code the hearing was held. She 
was informed, and was led from the 
bridge. 

Then Mrs. Martin Collapsed. 

Then Mrs, Martin collapsed. She 
protested that she did not want to go 
back to the Tombs, and resisted the 
officers who tried to lead her from the 
courtroom. Alternately crying out hys- 
terically. sobbing and protesting, she 
was taken out of the room and back 
to prison. 

In the course of her effort to free 
her mind in court, Mrs. Martin man- 
eged to declare that at the time of the 
death of Mrs. Ocey Snead, Mrs. Mary 
Snead, Ocey Snead’s mother-in-law and 
Mrs. Martin’s sister, was in New York

From general blood poisoning, 
alleged to have been caused 
from wearing rusty shackles at 
the city stockade, Floyd Pritch- 
ard, a negro, died at the Grady 
hospital yesterday morning. The 
negro entered the hospital sev- 
eral] weeks ago for treatment 
for gangrene poisoning in one 
of his legs, Pritcenard declaring 
to the physicians that the con- 
dition was caused from wearing 
rusty shackles while a prisoner 
at the stockade. The leg was 
ainputated above the ankle, but 
general blood poisoning set in, 
the operation being too late. 
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Active steps looking to the immedi- 
ate improvement of conditions at the 
city stockade will be taken by the 
prison committee of council as a re- 
sult of the. disclosures made by the 
special committee appointed by the 
grand jury to investigate the charges 
that uncleanly conditions prevail at the 
city prison and that brutality charac- 
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terizes the punishment of the prison: ;

Statement by Collier.

“The picture drawn by the § grand 
jury’s committee of the sanitary con- 
ditions at the stockade and its other 
inadequacies presents ho new view to 
the members of the general council. 
These ‘conditions have been, and are 
due, to the lack of sufficient funds 
with which to provide a proper rem- 
edy. The 1909 finance .committee of 
the general council, as wel! as the 
finance committees of previous years 
have been told in detail of the needs 
of the siockade. In a written state- 
ment, which I made for the finance 
committee on January’ 7 of this year, 
appeared the following: 

“"We very much need prison cells, 
cots and baths, both from a humani- 
or ng and an economical — point of 
view. 

“"Prisoners should not be herded 
(note the emphasis on this. suggestion) 
neither should they be made to sleep 
an concrete floors. 

“Some day an indignant public will 
take this matter up ina way that: will 
be very humiliating to the. entire.city 
administration. 

“‘*For the past three or four years we 
have begged for money with which to 
complete the prison.’ 

indicating Relief Needed. 


“In order. not -to leave any stone 
unturned in my efforts to secure: the 
funds for a betterment of the stock- 
ade facilities, | addressed a strong let- 
ter of recommendations to the prison 
committee.of the general] council. out- 
lining the conditions at the stockade 
and indicating the relief needed. I re- 
quested the prison committee tc take 
the matter up with the finance cémmit- 
tee, and aid me in my efforty to get 
the desired appropriation. . 

“In .the letter which I Avrote the 
prison committee and whici went into 
some detail! of the improvements which 
[ was anxious to make, appeared the 
following:. 

“‘Their work ¢lothes should be fur- 
nished by the city—suits of some 
shade of broWn,} with the letter “A” 
woven in the oth. which should Be 
changed twice a week. 

“Thus the*priseners could be kept 
clean, and the uniforms would help in 
reducing the number of escapes, for, 
with the suits on, théy* could easily 
be iderfified. These daily baths would 
soon efiable the prison management to 
get ¢ trely rid “oe all vermin. 
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effect, and would, by giving them oom- 
fortable bedding and a night of undis- 
turbed sleep, enable them to dg much 
better work. 

“It is really inhuman to herd a large 
number of prisoners'in one room and 
make them sleep on cement floors; the 
public will not uphold us in such an 
arrangement, and when the state offi- 
cials begin their inspection we may 
all be humillated at their report.’ 

Carefully Probing Charges. 

“As to the charges of cruelty pre- 
ferred by the committee of the grand 
jury, I will state that these are eee | 
carefully and thoroughly investigated.

men are guilty they will be instantly 
dismissed from the service of the public 
works department. It has always been 
the policy of this department to insist 
that the officers and emplovees at the 
stockade should be humane and con- 
siderate of thé prisoners in their 
charge. Following my election as com- 
missioner of public works I sought 
to entirely eliminate the use of shack- 
les on prisoners. However, so many 
escaped and ran away that it became 
necessary to again resort to this ap- 
proved method of restraining those 
serving “sentences. My instructions 
to the superintendent, often reiterated, 
have always been that great discretion 
must be used in the punishment of 
fractious, unruly and rebellious prison- 
ers. I have insisted that they be not 
whipped on their bare skin; that imme-

diately a prisoner signifies his inten- ' 


tion to obey the rules and regulations 

of the prison, the application of pun- 

ishment shculd cease. 
“The type of citizenry 


which com- 


poses the greater portion of guests of the ' 


city stockade is not of the highest or 
the best. A large portion of those whoa 
are sent there by the recorder’s court 
are vicious, depraved, and in many in- 
Stances dangerous; at best, it is always 
a problem as to just how these prison. 
ers should be handled in order to get 
the best results and at the same time 
svoid harsh treatment. 

“In all penal] institutions where it is 
reeessary to employ corporal punish- 
irent, there is always a possibility that 
this punishment may prove excessive. 
Tc guard against this possribiiity art 
the city stockade I have required that 
the superintendent be present when- 
ever a prisoner was flogged, and that 
he count the licks administered and 
interpose at the proper time, so that, 
while the prisoner may be sufficiently 
punished, the punishment may 
come cruel. The superintendent's or- 
ders have always been that a prisoner 
should be released and relieved from 
punishment immediately he signifies 
bis intention to be amenable to dis- 
cipline. 

“The public portrayal of conditions 
which do exist at the stockade, and 
cthers which are alleged to exist there, 
has, of course, bcen very mortifying to 
me, as well as to every city official 
ond every citizen.. I believe the finance 
committees of the past have been as 
liberal with the department as the 
city’s treasury would permit and their 
own impressions of the importance of 
the situation .demanded. 

“I sineerely hope 
finance committee will, in its January 
apportionment shéet, provide the funds 
with = to complete the stockade 
buildings according to the Origina! 
plans sant afford the facilities for the 
care of the prisoners which I have so 
lorg sought.”

Brussels, December 18.—The body of 
the late King Leopold was transferred 
from the pavilion at Laeken to the 
palace at Brussels tonight by the light 
of torches earried by troopers acting 
as guards. The hearse was covered 
with crepe and drawn by eight horses 
with black draperies. It was sur- 
mounted with black plumes and bore 
the national -coat-of-arms and the 
coats-of-arms Of the nine provinces. 

The car was surrounded by Leopold's 
grooms and servants. On either side 
rode the general] officers, and the court 
carriages, which followed, contained 
Prince Albert and the court dignita- 
ries.

Chicago, December 18.—General 
Green Berry Raum, former commis- 
sioner of pensions, died at his home 
berg today, aftepSan Alliness of several 
weeks. He ‘was 80 years of age. 

General Raum was one of the best 
known Illinois men who took part in 
the ante-bellum activities which pre- 
ceded the cival war. As a member of 
the nationa) democratic convention, he 
supported Stephen A. Douglas. for 
president in 1860, and after the fall 
of Fort Sumter, made the first war 
speech in southern Illinois. 

He entered the union army in 1867 
as major of the Fifty-sixth regiment, 
Iilinois volunteer infantry, and, 
through successive grades, rose to the 
rank of brigadier general. He led a 
successful bayonet charge at the bat- 
tle of Corinth, served under Grant and 
Sherman, was severely wounded at 
Missionary Ridge, and held the line 
of railroads in the rear of Sherman's 
army in the march to the sea. 

General Raum was a congressman 
frem 1867 to 1869, and was United 
States commissioner of internal 
revenue from 1876 to °1883. As com- 
missioner of pensions, his term ex- 
tended from 1889 to 1893. After the 
war. he ranked as a republican.

Mr. Brown left in the fall for New 
York. while other prominent operators 
identified with the bull movement re- 
mained in New Orleans. While he was 
in New York reports of various deals 
‘attributed to him formed daily factors 
in the local future market. Every day 
local firms would receive private mes- 
sages from New York saying: “Brown 
has just bought 5,090 March,” or 
“Brown took on 10,000 bales of May.” 
Witimately the cotton market went to 
a level above 16 cents. 

Made Immense Fortune. 

The local trade generally believes 
that Mr. Brown has made an immense 
fortune through his operations this 
season. He began to buy when the 
price was very low and his purchases 
were large. At one time he was re- 
ported to have cornered the spot situa- 
tion and to have profited enormously 
through the transaction. 

Wr. Brown is expected to join his 
comrades on the New Orleans ex- 
change Monday. On that day the 
government’s census bureau report on 
ginning will be made public and he 
is expected to be a conspicuous figure 
on the floor of the exchange that. day. 

It was Mr. Brown who gave his 
name to the Brown-Hayne-Sully 
movement several years ago when cot- 
ton went to the highest point it has 
reached for many years.

London, December 18.—"“Taking one 
consideration with another, a police- 
man’s lot is not a happy one.” This 
applies now with special force to the 
lot of Sir Edward Henry, chief com- 
missioner of the metropolitan police, 
who is sitting up nights trying to de- 
vise some way of assuring the safety 
of half the leading politicians in Eng- 
land. 

Sir Edward, I am told, has two very 
serious causes for worry. The first 
and most serious ts the increasing 
violence displayed by the suffragettes 
and the second is the approach of the 
most bitterly contested general elec- 
tion -whioh. England. has..known . for 
many years. Both of these conditlons 
lead him to fear that attacks may_ be 
made*on: public men, and that some- 
one may be’ killed. In such a case 
there will be’ no excuse for the chief 
policeman who has failed to guard the 
victim -effectively. ‘ 

It may sound rather like a comic 
ont Situation to say that the chief 
of the great London police force is 
afraid of the suffragettes, but that is 
the plain fact. and when one consid- 
ers what Sir E. Henry has to guard 
against it does not seem so unrea- 
sonable after all. The tactics of the 
suffragettes have been growing stead- 
ily more violent of late, «and _ their 
threats of what they wil! do have been 
keeping well ahead of their actual 
deeds. They began by merely badger- 
ing cabinet ministers, pepping up at 
public meetings, at private receptions, 
and wherever else they could corner 
an unfortunate “po'itical man” and 
asking inconvenient questions about 
when the women were going to gét 
the vote. Then they took to throwing 
stones and heaving half bricks 
through windows. trying to rush the 
house of commons, and doing other 
things which, while they must 
classed as violent, did not involve in- 
jury to any person. 

Their latest escapades have been 
more serious, however. At the lord 
mayors banquet the other day a 


couple of them got on a roof and put! 


their boots through 4 stained glass 
The fragments of broken 
giass fell over the table in front of 
the diners, but. luckily, no one was 
ent. A few days ‘ater a 
waited for Winston Churchill, - the 
president of the board of trade, at a 
railway station, and slashed him 
across the face with a dog whip. 

In addition to these 
overt acts, a number of the wonien 
who have been arrested have made 
foolish threats about bomb throwing if 
their demands were not granted.

Before Dr. Cook’s departure for the 
south he. described to me a region 
through Which he had passed, well 
stocked with musk ox.

Biscuits, tea, sugar, canned corned 
beef hash and beans were to be our 
food staples, oi] our fuel, a i6-ounce 
canvas tent and reindeer skin sleep- 
ing bags our shelter. At 2:30 o'clock 
the morning of May 13, with Eskimos 
active and eager for the chase, har- 
nessed dogs jumping and yelping iin 
traces, and everything ready for the 
start, I gave the word. 

Our course was to the northward, 
that we might circumvent an open 
lead some 14 miles out on Smith sound 
The crisp Arctic atmosphere was brti- 
hant and exhilarating, and for 5 miles 
the ice, smooth and perfect. enabled 
us to make rapid ptogress. Then we 
came upon rough ratted ice, and ice 
axes were brought into use toe open a 
road. But no-situation is so hopeless, 
and no physical obstacle so great that 
the resourceful Eskimo cannot over- 
come _it.

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LIBRARIANS AND 


PUBLISHERS 


HAVE CLASHED IN A BOOK WAR 


London, December 18.—Much interest 
has been created by the refusal of the 
leading subscription libraries to pur- 
chase William de Morgan's latest two- 
volume novel, “It Never Can Happen 
Again.” Up to the eve of publication 
the libraries declare they were under 
the impression that the book was to 
be published in one volume at the usual 
price of $1.50: on discovering that it 
was to be issued in two yolumes at 
$2.50, they decided to leave it out of 
their catalogues. 

On behalf of the publisher, it may be 
pointed out that this is no ordinary 
novel. It runs into 800 pages, compris- 
ing 300,000 words, and has occupied 
three years of steady writing on the 
bart of an author who has reached the 
topmost rung of the adder of Eng- 
lish fiction. To the libraries and whole- 
sale booksellers the cost of the two 
volumes, deducting the trade discount, 
would probably be $1.50. Often 75 
cents has been paid:for a book of 
fiction containing from 70,000 to 80,- 
000 words, so that when the magnitude 
of de Morgan's book is considered, ,the 
publishers have lowered, rather than 
advanced, the price 

“The libraries stipulate.” a leading 
publisher sald, ‘not to supply books 
ef technical reference, or those pro- 
fusely illustrated, nevertheless they 
have bought Sir Ernest Shackelton’s 
book in two volumes, and that was 
published at $7.50. Therefore, they 
cannot say that their present attitude 
is due to their not being able to afford 
the price. If Mr. Heinemann, the pub- 
lisher, had gone to them and said, ‘I’m 
about to publish a novel as big as Dick- 
ens’ works. and it will be issued at $15,’ 
they might have been justified in their 
boycott. But these volumes would cost 
them $1.50, and with one accord they 
refuse to take the novel. 

“A very serious question arises 
whether the libraries are entitled to 
exercise such arbitrary power. In my 
opinion. we are on the eve of a mo- 
mentous book war, which will be 
fought keenly in the interests of the 
publishers,” 


On the other hand, the libraries say | 


that Mr. Heinemann’s action is the in. 
sertion of the thin edge of the wedge, 
to bring back the old two and three- 
volume novels: and these have been 
discarded because they are inconvenjent 
to library subscribers. Lfbraries can- 


not afford to entertain a work of fic- ; 


tion at a higher price than $1.50, be- 
cause it is only a small percentage of 
books that earn their money in circu- 
lation. and when they outlive their 
popularity they are practically waste 
paper value. The larger price is not 
so important a question for the libra- 
ries as the two volumes. 

As to the effect of the library Boy- 
cott, de Morgan says that one direct 
purchase of his book is equal to a 
whole circulating library, which would 
eniy stock one copy. He is quite will- 
ing to share the risk of the publisher. 

“The cor-espondence I have received 
about ‘It Never Can Happen Again’ is 
voluminous,” he said. “I think it just 
as well that the question should be 
tested on my book as on any other: 
and I hope ijt wil} prove strong enough 
for the purpose.’

“No one knows the terrible cruelty 
inflicted on boys& in those days. They 
used to be steeped in strong brine to 
harden their flesh. In my own case, 
soda was used. Sometimes I used to 
have to stay. up a difficult chimney 
five or six hours at a stretch.”

On the old plantations of ‘fore de 
war Christmas brought freedom the 
freest. merriment the merriest, feast- 
ing everywhere and anxiety to none, 
especially the negroes. 

In those times, when the sun went 
down .on Christmas Eve, the ‘negro 
was free for a week--freer than he 
has ever been since—no thought for 
clothing, for food, for house rent, for 
doctor bills, or for any misfortune 
that might overtake him. Across the 
fields they went, wending their ways 
to adjoining plantations, some for 
frolic. some to be with their wives 
and children, while some went loaded 
shuck collars, baskets, ax han- 
dies, or such things as their genius 
adapted them to, for the raising of 
revenue—-it is a great mistake to 
think that negroes had no money in 
the days of the old plantations; they 
had more then than thousands will 
find themselves with on this Christmas 
of 1909, and they went singing, blow- 
ing quills, or picking the banjo. Some 
had their dogs along, and were sure 
to carry in a load of ‘possums for 
their wives and children. This was 
Christmas Eve night with the negroes; 
but the whites were not idle, stock- 
ings were being hung across the broad 
fireplace for the little folks, while the 
grown young folks were already off 
for a party in the settlement, or lived 
anticipation of the parties 
to come during the holidays.

never failed them on Christmas morn- 
ing. Breakfast was always late, be- 
cause it was a feast. and everyone 
But the sports were 
to begin. Among the. negroes, 
patting and dancing— 


“Shot can cripple, shot can crow,

and then their feet fiy, and the pat- 
ting makes time for the dancer. A 
little farther down the row of cabins 
some songs are being sung— 


“O, my poor Nelly Gray, 
They have taken her away,” etc.; 


and they make music that is a lost 
art since the days of the old planta- 
tions. 

The white young men are already 
off for some sport of the day. It was 
most common to have a test of the 
skill at shooting. To this end there 
was a gathering, and they shot for 
beef, turkey and. chickens—the best 
shot taking home the prize. Some- 
times it was the trial of skill on 
horseback, and for this a goose was 
hung to a limb. and, the horseman 
dashed at full speed | and strove to 
pull the goose’s neck_off——the one suc- 
ceeding was rated the best horseman, 
and became the owner of the goose. 
Some negro usually received this 
goose, and very often negroes along 
with their young masters carrféd to 
their cabins the whole proceeds of the 
day’s sport, for really the whites 
cared little for .such trophies in the 
abundance of the old plantations. 

Then for a week, every night, some- 
where in the settlement, there was pro- 
vided a party for the young people. 
These parties were more often cahied 
“surprise” parties, but the truth is, 
they were never a “surprise,” for al- 
ways an abundance was ready at mid- 
night to feed the crowd. no matter how 
large it might prove. Often they were 
designated as “ginnerrounds,” and this 
name suited the best, for I*can tell 
you there was some fast ginning 
around. They played “suapant.” and 
this was a hustling play. almost as 
lively as football. When they tired at 
this all would be seated and they would 
Play “thimble” or “Timothy tub-in- 
But these plays were too 
tame to last long, and a couple would 
start round and round, singing: 


“Choose you a partner and come on 
in,” ete. 


till in a minute every fellow had a 
partner and as they marched round and 
round, singing: 


“Here we go round the rosemary bush,

There was not so much in these old 
“ginner round” songs, save that the 
fellow was with the girl he liked the’ 
best. and that was enough in those 
days; maybe it is now, I don’t’ know. 
but the government of France is com- 
jlaining that these conditions is what 
is needed there. 

The week over. then came New Year, 
the “ringing out the old and ringing 
in the new.” We had no great bands 
nor bells on the old plantations to do 
this “ringing.” but we knew an old 
blacksmith at the crossroads that never 
failed on the last nighg of the year to 
“ring” his anvil with his hammer as 
never an anvil has rung since, and tke 
story, I think, might be profitable now, 
“lest we forget, lest we forget.” 

This old blacksmith had raised three 
fine boys close to this very spot. In 
all their youthful days they had heard 
this anvil ring at the closing of the 
year. In their youth they had always 
been glad to go with their father upon 
every New Year at midnight and see 
him ring that hammer as he alone has 
ever rang an anvil. . 

But these sons grew to manhood and 
went west. They grew rich and great, 
and forgot the old shop and almost, 
it seemed, forgot the old father. He 
im the meantime had Tost his good 
wife, the mother of these now great 
men, and was left all alone in the 
little home and with the shop. Through 
it all, as feeble as he had grown, he 
had never failed to ring that anvii 
upon every New Year's night.

Not since the momentous opening of the Birmingham district, nor the 
subsequent discovery of oil in Texas, has the eye of the nation been as in- 
tensely focused upon the southern states as af the present time. 

A prodigious cotton year has served to bring. to a climax the cumula- 
tive national publicity of the last decade, with the result that newspapers 
and trade journals in every portion of the United States are thoughtfully 
analyzing the innumerable advantages and resources of this section, and 
indulging in interested speculation regarding our ultimate material des- 
tiny. . 

Publications from the Atlantic to the Pacific no longer address their 
comment so much to the eccentricities or misfortunes of the south as to 
the incalculable wealth that waits upon proper agricultural and industrial 
development. ae 

The development is significant, pointing as it does the certainty that 
tne nation has at last awakened to the true relation of the south to the 
national greatness. It is no longer a question of possibilities in this fa- 
yored territory; the sole perplexity is that of the adequate methods for 


development. 
In this connection The Constitution has maintained an insistent critf-

southward at least some portion of the 75,000 Americans that annually go 


to find homes in the Dominion of Canada.

This is true, and if the south- 
ern. as well as the northern and western newspapers were sufficiently 
industrious in setting forth the many advantages which the south of- 
fers homeseekers, thousands of thrifty farmers would be _ in- 
duced to turn their faces from the Canadian northwest and 
geek homes in the southern’ states, where in a temper- 
ate zone they could produce an abundance of not only fruits and vege- 
tables, but corn, cotton and tobacco, and where capital has the widest 
field for the exercise of its powers and the completest warrant for 
the security of its production. 


In only one essential particular has our contemporary fallen into error. 
Lack of enterprise and public spirit cannot be laid to the blame of south- 
ern newspapers; they bristle, day in and day out, week in and week out, 
with accurate and forceful descriptions of the advantages of this territory 


and free invitations to desirable settlers. 

The most enthusiastic at the game are the country weeklies, whose 
editors consider that issue wasted which does not contain some form of 
“boost” for their community. 

THE FAULT LIES WITH THE SOUTHERN RAILROADS, THE TRUNK 
LINES, WHICH, IN DIRECT ANTAGONISM TO THEIR OWN INTERESTS, 
HAVE FALLEN UPON AN AGGRAVATED AND SEEMINGLY INCURA- 
BLE CASE OF SLEEPING SICKNESS. 

The western carriers freely buy southern newspaper space to advertise 
the advantages of the west to the people of this section. As a consequence, 
the south each year loses a large number of productive citizens to a terri- 
tory NOT ONE WHIT MORE PROMISING THAN HER OWN. 

The one way for the southern railroads to overcome this loss, to in- 
sure enhancement of their own dividends and to build up the section feed- 
ing their prosperity, is to ADVERTISE IN WESTERN PAPERS WHAT 
WE HAVE TO OFFER HERE AND TO ADVERTISE GENEROUSLY AND 
WITHOUT INTERMISSION. 

If that system is pursued with sufficient patience and intelligence, 
the conditions cited by our contemporary will be realized and the south 
will reach its legitimate birthright. 

As The Fruit Trade Journal suggests, this end can be materially pro- 
moted by the broad and studious aid of western and northern papers, whose 
stake in keeping productive Americans in this country is no less impelling 
than the stake of the southern states. 

At the last analysis, however, the bulk of the work falls on the more 
important southern railroads. ‘ ) bv 

There is not the shadow of extenuation for their current surrender to 
the sleeping sickness.

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HOW TUBERCULOSIS THREATENS ATLANTA. 


In Atlanta’s typical negro settlements tuberculosis is making frightful 
ravages. This modern scourge of humanity has gained a foothold here to 
which city authorities have been amazingly indifferent. 

For want of a tuberculosis hospital, which could be started for some 
$25,000, and would be a bulwark of protection to 150,000 people, Atlanta 
is constantly exposed to the menace of this dangerous and communfcable 
disease. 

The most pathetic part of it all is that the negro victims, through 
ignorance, are constantly exposing to infection their employers and best 
friends. Germ diseases among the blacks are quickly communicated into 
white families through cooks, maids, butlers and washerwomen. 

Here is a little problem in arithmetic: Dr. Koch, discoverer of the 
tubercle bacillus, estimates that it would take 4,000,000 of these germs to 
cover a postage stamp. Then, how many germs might cover a shirt front 
or dainty handkerchief sent home by a tubercular washerwoman? 

In negro communities in every section of the city washing for white 
families is being done in the same room where lie victims in the last stages 
of tuberculosis. Strong and robust members of families are thus striving 
in the only way they know how to care for their sick and work at the 
same time. ;

From this will be apparent the trend of sentiment, growing stronger, in 

the direction of federal assistance in highway construction. ; 
In saying that the movement is “chiefly a state function,” President 
Taft, it is true, does net wholly discard the principle of federal assistance: 
but he both lays foundation for national inaction and keeps a sail spread 
for veering around in the direction of manifest public sentiment, as soon 
as it shall become sufficinetly insistent. 

If only “chiefly a state function,” it is evidently. not, in his 
wholly so; it is, in some small part at least, also national. 

How great that part shall ultimately be depends solely 
upon the people themselves. 
President Taft has given his Strongest indorsement to the improvement 
of waterways at national expense.

It is difficult to understand by just what logic or reasoning the national 
treasury should be opened to river and harbor dredging and closed to the 
equally, if not more, important work of improving the great traffic -high- 
ways of the vast interior sections of the country. . 
Interior navigation must precede that upon the waters: the former 
must first supply the traffic for the latter. 

Yet we never hear that the improvement of a river, even though its 
usefulness may be wholly confined to a single state, is “chiefly a state 
function.” 

The improvement is wholly paid for from appropriations made by con- 
gress directly to this end. 

There is little, if any, difference in the grounds of justification for 
national aid for waterways and public roads: in fact, the latter will prove 
of direct advantage to fully twice the population directly reached by the 
former. 

We may recall the suggestion which, by the way, was first offered by 
The Constitution, urging the construction of a national highway from Chat- 
tanooga, through Chickamauga Park, to Atlanta, which, even aside from 
other considerations, is amply justified as an act commemorative of one 
of the greatest military campaigns, from the standpoint of both armies, in 
all history. The Constitution has made repeated appeal for the favorable 
consideration of this project, upon widest and broadest national grounds. 
But far more than that enters into the general principle of national 
aid in the construction of highways—the consideration of vast utility, “{Te 
greatest good to the greatest number.” 

Furthermore, the taxpayers of the extensive interior section have, it 
seems to us, unquestioned right to demand that a part, at least, of what 
they contribute for government support shall be devoted to their more direct 
needs and interests. 

President Taft, we doubt not, has his ear to the ground and will soon

President Zelaya, of Nicaragua, seems to have reached a conclusion 
which, in the language of the Irishman, is “final.”

The mind that 
can be put into a proper sense of gratitude and love by considering the 
woes of mankind must have wandered many miles in space and many 
years in time from the old Jandmarks of the faith. 


Doubtiess, the some hundreds of thousands of Americans wayward 
enough to be afflicted with tuberculosis, the hook worm, pellagra and a 
few other diseases poignantly repent their folly.

By W. L. Scruge. 


Some very clever, but ill-informed, 
people, who write books about China, 
tell us it is “the lergest end most 
densely populated country on earth;” 
and the assertion has been echoed by 
careless writers until it has become a 
sort of aphorism. But. at the risk of 
peing thought an iconoclast, I shall 
have to challenge its accuracy. Brazil, 
the Argentine republic and the United 
States is each larger in area; while 
Eng and, Holland and Belgium have 
each a more dense population to the 
square mile. 

China, proper, comprises only about 
one million four hundred thousand 
square miles of territory; while Brazil 
has nearly three millions, the Ar- 
gentine over one and a half millions, 
and the United States nearly three 
and a half miltions, exclusive of re- 
cently acquired outlying dependen- 
cies. According to estimates by the 
Chinese authorities themselves, the 
empire, exclusive of outlying depen- 
Jdencies. has a population of about 
three hundred and fifty to the square 
mile; while England, proper, has near- 
ly four hundred; Holland a fraction 
more than four hundred, and Bel- 
gium oonsiderably more than five 
hundred “348 

Still, China is a very large country. 
Its territory covers nearly the whole 
of eastern Asia, and s.opes gradually 
from the Atlas range of mountains on 
the west, to the shores of the Yellow 
sea and Pacific ocean On the east. It 
is also a very densely populated coun- 
try, especially in the two southern 
provinces of Quang-tung and Quang- 
®u, where the population is very 
much congested. 

The country is divided into three 
great natural belts or water sheds, 
any one of which has a larger area 
than either France or Spain. Each of 
these natural divisions is watered by 
a great river, the smallest of which is 
as large as the Mississippi, though 
very much shorter. Of these, the 
Yang-stze-kiang, “the king of wa- 
ters,” is the largest, as it is also the 
longest. It and its’ numerous aff-uents 
drain the great middie (and perhaps 
most fertile) section of the empire. It 
carries a vo-ume of water as great as 
that of the Amazon or the Orinoco, in 
South America. From the head of the 
great delta as far up 4s Chin-kiang, 
a distance of about one hundred and 
forty miles, its average width at mean- 
tide is about four miles, its current 
about three miles an hour, and its 
average depth twenty fathoms. Be- 
tween Chin-kiang and Nanrkin the 
current is more rapid, the width con- 
siderably less, but te depth very 
nuch greater. It ts na@Wigable at all 
seasons by the heaviest ocean vessels 
is far up as Hankow, and thence up- 
ward as far as Ichang by lighter draft 
sLeamers. 

Winter and summer, at high tide or 
ow, the waters of the river are al- 
ways muddy. The swirling current 
carries down to the sea great quanti- 
ties of sand and soil, thus gradually 
extending the coast line eastward 
and southwestward. Not many cycles 
ago, when the mouths of the Missis- 
sippi were just below Natchez, those 
of the Yang-stze were a few miles be- 
‘ow Chin-klang, and the vast alluvial 
plain on which the city of Shanghai 
now stands had no existence. | 


Il. 


During my three years’ official resi- 
@ence in China J had frequent  oc- 
casion to visit the Yang-stze ports; 
and whilst the voyages up and down 
the river were always interesting, I 
recall the events of none of them 
quite so vividly as I do those of the 
first one. It was in mid-summer, 
wher the river is usually at highest 
tide. 

Passing out of the Wu-sung into 
the southernmost estuary of the great 
river, and thence upward into the main 
channel, our vessel (a floating pa ace 
of many hundred tons) seemed a mere 
speck on the bosom of a shoreless sea 
of muddy waters, full of swirling cur- 
rents and counter-currents, all heav- 
ily laden with sand and sediment. In 
some places the counter currents seem- |! 
ed as wide as an ordinary river; at! 
others were diagonal currents nearly; 
as wide; at others still, great volumes 
of muddy water seemed boiling up- 
ward. as if from the very bottom, There 
seemed to be no very well-defined 
banks on either side; only the tops of 
a few willows to indicate where the 
banks might be at low tide. The dark, 
muddy waters covered the whole| 
country “as far as the eye could see. 
Myriads »%f junks and ilorchas and 
other n: ive crafts, manned by bare- 
headed, nalf-naked coolies, were glid- 
ing about over the expanse of waters 
in every direction. 

In the course of few hours, our ves- 
sel came within sight of the hills and 
ridges below Chin-kiang; and a little 
farther on, we were in full view of 
the famous “Silver Island,’ the first 
really beautiful spot that I had seen 
after leaving the straits of Nagaseki. 
The island is a cone-shaped mountain, 
rising almost perpendicularly from the 
surface of the water to a height of 
probably five hundred feet, its steep 
sides clothed with beautiful forest 
trees and many varieties of wild vine 
and fern. On its crest is a somewhat 
dilapidated Buddhist temple, and a few 
equally dilapidated looking houses oc- 
cupled by some half-dozen  forlorn- 
looking yellow-hooded priests. 

Between the is and and a high steep 
bluff on the south bank opposite is 
the narrow, swift running, navigable 
channel. deep enough at all seasons to| 
float the heaviest ocean steamers, and 
wide enough to permit their passage 
in opposite direction without § incon- 
venience. It is now guarded on both 
sides by forts, well-equipped with 
Krupp guns, but it was not till 1842, 
when Lord Napiers fleet sailed 
through it, and thence up the river to 
(“hin-kiang, that the Chinese govern- 
ment realized the importance of forti!- 
fring it against possibie hostile § in- 
vVasion 

As the vessel in which I had taken 
passage belonged to a syndicate of na- 
tive merchants, we landed a mile or 
so below the foreign settlement, at a 
place known as “the China Merchant’s 
' wharf,” but sti.l within the corporate 
limits of the city. The United States 
consul at Chin-kiang had come down to 
Shanghai to escort me up the river to 
his residence in the foreign settle-+ 
ment. It was about 9 o'clock in the 
evening, and a full-moon gave light 
enough to read by, yet about every 
third man in the vast throhg of half- 
naked humanity that had congregated 
on the bank carried a lantern. These 
ienterns were of all sizes, Varying 
from that of a quart pot to a flour 
barrel. The consul explained that this 
was in accordance with an ordinance! 
of the clty authorities that no one was 
allowed to be out after sunset without 
a lantern, and that the varieties § in 
size indicated varieties of social and 
efficiel rank, or, te use his words, 


“Big iantern meant big man, little 


lantern little man!” 

Very. soon we were approached by 
two coolies in uniform, each carrying 
a huge iantern, followed by eight 
others bearing two chairs. 


“Here,” said the consul, “are my lamp 


coolies and chairs; shall we ride?” I 
preferred to walk, as I wanted to see 
all that was to be seen. 

Passing through a dense crowd of 
people, who politely made way for us, 


we soon entered what seemed te bea. 


very narrow and malodorous back al- 
ley. My guide explained that this 
was “one of the principal streets of the 
city,” and the shortest route to the 
foreign settlement. 

We tramped on through slime and 
stench to a deep gorge spanned by a 
narrow pontoon bridge. As we ascend- 
ed the stone steps on the opposite side, 


the consul turned and remarked, “That | 


is one of the entrances from the river 


to the grand imperial canal, of which» 


one hears s0 much.” It was indeed 
the middle entrance. All three pass 
directly through the city and converge 
at a point on the opposite side. ° 


As we tramped onward, the crowds 


seemed to become more and more dense 
and the stenches 
innocently asked my guide whether the 
natives were thought to be deficient in 
the sense of smell! “Oh,” said he, 
“people here soon get used to this sort 
of thing and then don’t mind it.” 

About that time we passed by two 
long rows of earthern vessels half 
sunken into the groupd on either side 
and filled with human excrement. “But 
how about typhoid fevers?” I asked. 
“Why, sir. there is none here; Chin- 
kiang is the healthiest port in China.” 
It is quite true, as I afterwards learn- 
ed, that typhold fever is almost un- 
known among the natives there. The 
reason probably is that they never use 
milk in any form and never drink 
water as water, but tea instead. I do 
not now recall that I ever saw a Chi- 


naman drink a glass of water in his | 


own country; he always takes tea. 
Turning sharply round a corner, we 
s00n entered a wide, well-shaded ave- 
nue. We were now in the so-called 
“British concession’—that is to say, tn 
the foreign settlement, for it is occu- 
pied also by the few resident foreign- 
ers of other nationalities. A few min- 
utes’ walk brought us to the foot of a 
high hill, on the sides of which stood 


a palatial edifice of stone and brick | 


overlooking the city and surrounding 
country. 


A little below it to the left was a 


rather shabby looking two-story brick | 


house, over which the American flag 
was fiying. “That,” said the consul. 
“is where I live and-keep my office. It 


costs me $50 a month rental, which is 


my full allowance for that purpose.” 
I afterwards learned that the house 
belonged to an English capitalist in 


Shanghai, whose income from it was | 
nearly 30 per cent net on the invest- | 


ment. 


ury about $60,000 annually over and 
above all expenses, and yet we were 
too poor to afford appropriate quarters 
for our underpaid consuls at the Chi- 
nese perts. 


III. 
Chin-kiang is one of the oldest cities 


in the empire, and next to Hankow, 


commercially the most important of 
the river ports. It was totally destroy- 
ed by fire during the Tartar invasion. 
early in the sixteenth century, but was 
soon rebuilt. It was destroyed a sec- 
ond time by the British fleet under 
Lord Napier, in 1842, but was again 
rebuilt. It was reduced to a pile of 
ruins by the Taiping rebels in 1853, but 
was soon rebuilt for the third time, and 
now has over half a million inhabit- 
ants. 
@ favorite locality with Chinese mer- 
chants; but, for some reason, never 
fully explained, foreign merchants 
have rarely been very successful here. 

It was here where Marco Polo, the 
Venetian traveler, crossed the Yang- 
stze on his way to Pekin, and where 
he says he saw for the first time in his 
life “a species of black stone used for 
fuel.” It was here also where he was 
SO magnificently entertained by the 
high - officials. “Golden Island,” the 
beauties of which so fascinated him. 
stands on the river side just outside the 
city, but it is an island no longer. It 
is now part of the main land, and the 
beautiful crescent harbor near by, in 
which a British fleet anchored in 1842, 
is now a rice plantation. At this point 
the river is constantly cutting into its 
north bank and filling in on the oppo- 
site side. The great Buddhist temple, 
or rather series of temples, of which 
Marco wrote, is still there, and on 
the high bluff below the city still 
stands the celebrated Iron Tower 
(sometimes erroneously called a “Pa- 
goda”) which so excited his curiosity. 

How came this huge column of cast 
iron bricks there? When and by whom 
was it erected? Nobody seems to know. 
Chinamen say “it has always been 
there.” They will not admit that its 
origin may have been within the mem- 
ory of man. The pedestal is some 
forty-odd feet in circymference, and is 
of solid iron blocks, weighing, I should 
Say, many hundred tons each. The 
shaft is made up of solid iron bricks, 
weighing perhaps fully a hundred 
pounds each. The entire structure is. 
over sixty feet high and tapers grad-. 
ually from bottom to top. It stands on 
the crest of a high, rocky bluff, diffi- | 
cult of access even by a pedestrian. 
The most rational conjecture is that 
these great blocks of oxide iron were 
manufactured on or near the snot. 
for there are evidences of black oxide 
ore on the hillside near by, and we 
know that the manufacture of iron was 
known in India. and perhaps to other 
Oriental peoples from earliest historic 
times. 

The general aspect of the country 
in the vicinity of Chin-kiang is not 
wanting in natural beauty. The high 
hills and ridges to the south and east 
afford an agreeable relief to the eye 
after a sojourn of some weeks at 
Shanghai. In the summer time. the 
fresh looking hills and patches of 
luxuriant bamboo in the little coves 
remind one of some of the beautiful 
landscapes in southern Japan. But the 
scenery will hardly bear close inspec- 
tion. You then see little paddy fields

Every year a group of carefully and 
artistically executed designs is sent 
to each of the above royal personages 
in order that the final one chosen in 
each case may be somewhat represent- 
ative of the personal taste of the sov- 
erelgn. 

The Christmas card of the English 
sovereign this year, for instance, has a 
dignity which is symbolic of the na- 
tion. It represents a scene in King 
Arthur's great hall at the Palace of 
Camelot. A large company of lords 
and ladies end knights are gathered to 
witness the ceremony of Kirg Arthur 
admitting Sir Tristram, one of the best 
knights and the gentlest to the Fel- 
lowship of the Round Table. On the 
right of the. picture Sir Lancelot, a 
prominent figure on his white charger, 
stands sporsor for the kneeling of Sir 
Tristram. The original picture was 


painted by Howard Davie. Mr. Davie 


has also painted the queen's card, a 
beautiful panel representing Queen 
Philippa pleading with King Edward 
Ill for the lives of the citizens of Ca- 
lais in 1347, 

A historic incident in Temple Gar- 
dens is the subject of the Christmas 
ecard chosen by thé Prince. of Wales. 
Tts title is “The Roses of York and 
Lancaster.” 

It was a felicitous idea to select for 
representation on the Princess of 
Wales’ card a little boy—Alfred the 
Great-—reading to his mother, Queen 
Osbures.

ON FOOTBALL RULE REVISION

Cartersville, Ga., December 18.—)j 
(Special.)—Will the persistent clamor 
for a revision in the rules looking 
toward the producion of a less peril- 
ous game force intercollegiate foot- 
bali back to the original kicking 
game? : : ‘ 

This query was suggested by a chat 
with Harris G. Cope, head coach of 
the victorious Sewanee Tigers, the 
champion football team of the South- 
ern Intereollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion, who talked interestingly upon 
the subject of the popularly-demanded | 
revision of Yootball rules. Mr. Cope, 
gave it as his opinion that about the | 
only way in which the rules might be 


changed without sacrificing the spec- 
tacular and scientific plays that have 
made the game so popular with the 
American pablic, would be to change 
certain rules in such a manner that 
the punting game would be forced. 

Mr. Cope, a Georgian, whose resi- 
dence is in this city, has gained for 
himself a place of distinction in the 
athletic world by his masterful hand- 
ling of the Sewanee men. With lim- 
ited material from which to select, 
and with the lightest team average in 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association, he threw his 158-pounders ' 
against the superior weight of the 
Tigers’ bitterest and most ancient en- 
emy, the Commodores, and for the! 
first time since the year 1902, when 
he played quarter back, the team ad- 
ministered a stinging and unlooked- 
for defeat. Conquesing every foe in 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association, Cope invaded the terri- 
tory of the more feroctous Princeton 
Tigers, and there, to his own surprise, 
held the heavier aggregation down to 
a score of 20 to 0, when no less a 
score against his team of 60 to 0 was 
expected. 

The work and experience of Harris 
as a player on the gridiron, and to 
his experience as a successful playing 
director upon the side lines, has made ! 
for him a place in the football world 
from which he may speak with au- 


thority. 
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Will Be Few Changes. 

When asked regarding probable re- 
visions of the football playing rules, 
Mr. Cope emphatically deciared that 
while some minor changes might be 
made, it would be impossible to rad- 
ically revise the rules as they stand 
and conserve the possibilities for sci- 
entific and dashing plays that have 
made the game so popular. 

“Make radical changes in the rules 
of football,” said he, “with a view 
toward making the game @ more gen- 
tle pastime, and the result will be the 
production of an effeminate amuse- 
ment that will no longer hold the in- 
terest of the great sport-loying public. 
Americans will no more stand for a 
gentle article of football than they 
will pay to see ‘Puss Wants a Corner’ 
played by a bunch of school children. 
Football is no more a game for weak- 
lings than is fire-fighting a calling for ; 
the physically timid, or automobile 
racing an advisable amusement for a 
neurasthenic, and when you remove} 
the splendid plays that at times afford | 
that element of risk and danger, if 
you please, that give zes¢ and thrill to 
every true sport, you may just as well 
close the gates of the football fleld to 
the sporting public. 

“I’'nderstand me, I do not mean to 
say that the admitted dangers of foot- 


‘ball are the elements that make for) 
nor would ; 


its wonderful popularity, 
I charge the American public with 
that degree of. bioodthirstiness that 
would prompt attendance upon the 
games from the sanguinary motive 
‘of witnessing the acciderits and mis- 


fortunes that all too often occur, but . 


we are bound to admit that the ele- 
ment of risk and the daring plays of 
the athlete that often bring him close 
to perils is the leaven in the loaf. 

“It is not the danger of the game,

Danger, of Course, But— 


“We know there are dangers in the 
game, and who, with a heart of hu- 
man texture, could but deplore the 
misfortunes of the field that claim so 
many noble victims each year? But 
who can name any sport or pastime 
that carries with it any degree of ex- 
hilaration or thrilling excitement, that 
does not also carry its perils? What 
pastime that is worth while fails to 
its toll of life and limb? Do 
those who are clamoring for the abo- 
lition of football stop to think how 
few things even of common-place char- 
acter may be done in this life that are 
by their dangers? 
Everything that moves is in some de- 


'gree dangerous to somebody or some- 


thing, and there are many things done 
each day by those who are proclaim- 
ing the ‘brutality’ of football that are 
far more dangerous than that much- 
abused game. 

“But one thing may be said in favor 
of such lively sports as football, base- 
ball and other athletic struggles: 
Every man that enters’ the lists, ev- 
ery competitor who enters the field 
for the struggle is physically fit, or 


/ he would be discarded by the coach. 


Every man is prepared by certain 


: Knowledge of present danger; of what 


he is ‘to meet, and his whole nature is 
imnvoluntarily on the defensive. He is 
alert to the shocks and clashes that he 
encounters, and by training and diet, 
and the highest degree of physical 
development, is in position to resist 
the dangers and complications, and to 
furnish the recuperative powers neces- 
Sary to recover from, injury. But 
what of the woman who enters the 
railway train and goes to her death 
or injury without warning? What of 
the man who takes the wheel of the 
motor car and dashes to his injury or 
death? What of the person who takes 
the reins over a spirited horse? Are 
they physically fit to meet the acci- 
dents that we are reading of in the 
daily papers? Are they looking for 
the shock that brings death or de- 
Struction without. warning?’ 

“While IT am not prepared with a 
bunch of statistics to prove my asser- 
tions, and while I do not care to go 
into the subject exhaustively now. I 
believe I am right when I say that 
football is scarcely more exacting in its 
claims upon human life and limb than 
are many of the other sports and com- 
monplace callings of life. 

Why This Hue and Cryf 

“But a hue and cry is going up in 
a loud wail from all parte of this land 
of ours for a revision of the rules. or 
the abolition of the game of intercol- 
legiate football. The people would sup- 
press football, not so much because it 
is dangerous, but because it is about 
the only game of any consequence that 
they can suppress. The unreasoning 
clamor of people who have never, per- 
haps, seen a game of football can wail 
and wail until the loud noise will force 
the weaker brothers among the edu- 
cational heads of the country to exer- 
cise arbitrary tactics, and abrogate the 
right of the college youth to indulge 
in the thrilling delights of his favorite 
game whether or no, but. what of 
baseball, that claimed more victims in 
five years by 122 to 102 than did foot- 
bail? What of motoring, that danger- 
ous pastime and profession. that 
claims an enormous toll every year? 
Are these sports to be stopped be- 
cause they are dangerous? No. They 
are becoming more popular each day 
that comes, and will so continue for 
the simple reason that they supply 
thrills and pleasuraBle excitement, 
which elements of sport are so dear to 
the American heart. And, again, they 
will not be stopped, because neither 
are at the mercy of the action of a 
college head who would arbitrarily 
abolish his students’ favorite amuse- 
ment and most popular sport at the 
instance of a clamorous laity. 

“Would it not be as just for the 
congress of the United States or some 
other constitutional authority to abol- 
ish motoring and baseball on account 
of' their well-known dangers as it 
would be for the coll authorities to 
ferce the student who wants to in-

Rule Revisions. 

The inter-collegiate football! re- 
vision conference will be he.d in this 
city on December 28. Arrangements 
are about completed for the holding 
of the sessions, although it is not 
known what surprises will be sprung, 
in the way of suggestions. Three rep- 
resentatives, at least, from middle 
wesiern colleges will attend with in- 
structions to fight to the last ditch in 
favor of open playing. The idea is to 
do away with the bucking. Some foot- 
ball authorities are of the opinion that 
the quarter back should be made _ to 
receive the first pass from the center 
while standing at a distance not closer 
than five yards to the snapper back. 
But, of course, ali kinds of sugges- 
tions will be made. It is safe to pre- 
dict some changes, although it is not 
believed by any one that the game will 
be revised into soecer. NOt this year. 


noble game of football? Would it be 
more unjust for some arbitrary head 
to ferce the manufacturers to restrict 
and reduce the power of motor cars, 
or the baseball heads to revise the 
playing rules of baseball to the point 
of absolute tameness, just because a 
lot of people, a number of whom take 
no part in either sport, declare they 
are dangerous, than for the educa- 
tional authorities to force a revision 
of football rules to a point of tame- 
ness in order to satisfy the wailing 
people? 

“Abolish the game of football. or re- 
vise the rules to the suppression of 
the splendi plays now possible, and it 
will mean the death of college ath- 
letics, and therefore the demise of 
physical culture, that most necessary 
department of the modern institution 
of learning. Cut off the gate receipts 
of the football games, which now fur- 
nish the greater part of the support 
of the other athletic branches, and 
from whence will come the revenue 
with which to carry on the physical 
training so important to the sedentary 
existence of the college student? The 
growing, developing student must have 
his body trained with his mind, or one 
or the other will suffer in after years. 

Forward Pass Dangerous. 

“Of course the demands of the pub- 
lic, which are spasmodic in "intensity, 
will bring results. In 1905 a great 
cry was raised against football, and 
a call was made for a revision of 
rules. As is a matter of history, the 
demand was met, but in the meeting 
the authorities about reached the 
limit, and, as I said, the game cannot 
much mere and retain its 
popularity. However, there are some 
minor changes that I believe could be 
made that would appease to a large 
extent the desires of the people. The 
popular demand is for more open plays, 
and for the elimination of the much- 
abused mass play. I take issue with 
a great many fans, as well as laymen, 
upon the subject of the comparative 
dangers of the open and the mass 
plays. That play known as the for- 
ward pass,.I consider the most dan- 
gerous play known to football. oOf 
course this will raise a question, and 
for that reason I will give you my 
reasons: In order to execute the for- 
ward pass, the most popular of the 
open plays, the ball is tossed through 
the air from one player to another It 
is the duty of the man to whom the 
ball has been passed to catch same, 
and in order to make a possible gain, 
or save his team from a penalty, pre- 
vent it from touching the ground. 
Should the ball fall to the ground, the 
team attempting the play would be 
forced to forfeit the space of 15 yards. 
Of course, the man who is to receive 
the ball has his eyes upon the fiying 
pigskin, his arms are extended up- 
ward, and his whole being is centered 
upon the successful execution of the 
play. He is engrossed with his pur- 
pose, and is not in position to see the 
three or four human catapults that 
are throwing themselves at him with 
‘he momentum of an express train, nor 
is he prepared to resist the shock. 

; hrown violently upon his 
back, with his head striking hard upon 
t *® ground. Then, with perhaps an 
arm or a leg twisted out of its natural 
position. he finds himseif under a mass 
of athietes, with his arm or leg frac- 
tured and body crushed. He cannot 
complete the forward pass and take 
care of himself at the same time. 

Mass Piay Not as Bad. 

“On the other hand, when going into 
a mass play. every man on the team, 
if he follows the instructions of his 
trainer, bows his head. bucks his 
shoulders and tightens his muscles for 
the terrific onslaught that he knows 
he must meet.

"Tt has been suggested that’ the 
game might be made more safe by 
abolishing the 15-yard penalty on the 
incompleted forward pass, thereby 
forcing that spectacular, play, and 
practically eliminating the mass play. 
but I believe the best solution of the 
nuestion would be to make the penalty 
20 yards instead of 16, thereby elim- 
inating the forward pass. What would 
be the effect of that? Why. it would 
force the return to the punting game, 
the most scientific, the most beautiful, 
che king of football plays. 

"What could be more thrillingly 
beautiful than a punting duel between 
two finished masters of that art? What 
situation in the whole realm of ath- 
letics could be productive of more 
dashin and more daring situations 
than that greatest of all gridiron 
-~+rugg@'es the battle of the punters? 
See the pigskin being punted with the 
accurate precision of a rifie, with the 
lightning ends coming down upon the 
play, and with every man on the teams 
-moving with the rhythm of a magnifi- 
cent machine. The world of sport 
could contain nothing more, thrilling 
than this picture.

o? American Rugbyites; the game much

Rugby. he net result of all this is

One feature of the game that met 
with much favorable comment was the 
fact that it was divided into quarters 
of fifteen minutes each and not into 
halves, as is the case in the American 
game. 

It was also noted that the Canadian 
game is not entirely free from danger 
either, as one of the players severely 
irjured his knee almost at the very 
opening of the match, and had to re- 
tire at once. No game into which the 
element of personal contact enters can 
be quite free from danger.

GRAND UNCLE OF CZAR 
STRICKEN BY DEATH 


Grand Duke Michael Called 
to Judgment at 
Cannes. 


Cannes, France, December 13.—. 
Grand Duke Michael, grand-uncle of 
Emperor Nicholas, died here today. 


——— 


Grand Duke Mithael Nicholaivitchg 
the oldest representative of the impe- 


son of Emperor Nicholas I. 
peatedly distinguished himself during 
his long military career, which began 
early. He entered active service at 
the age of 14, ag a Heutenant, and at 
20 had attained the rank of general. 

Grand Duke Michael fought through- 
out the Crimean war. In 1863 he was 
appointed viceroy of the Caucasus and 
commander-in-chief of the Caucasian 
army, with instruction to subdue the 
tribes of that region. This task he 
accomplished successfully. 

In the Turkish war of 1877 and 1878, 
the grand duke commanded the Rus- 
sian army in the Caucasus, and in 
spite of early reverses, finally forced 
the surrender of a large part of the 
Turkish forces. He was on the com- 
mission which arranged the emanci- 
pation ef the serfs. 

In 1881 Grand Duke Michael became 
president of the council of state and 
played an active role in its delibera- 
tions until its reorganization in con- 
nection with the establishment of the 
duma, when he was named its honor- 
ary president. Of late years he had 
lived almost constantly at his villa at 
Cannes.

FEAROF TURKEY FAMINE 
CAUSED BOARD OF HEALTH 
TO SUSPEND: ORDINANCE 


Had not the city board of health 
rushed to the rescue in the nick of 
time, Christmas dinner tables in At- 
lanta would, in all probability, have 
not groaned so loudly, by reason of 
the absence of the customary Christ- 
mas turkey, chickens, ducks, geese 


and other fowl. 

A committee from the commission 
merchants of the city called upon the 
board of health with the startling an- 
announcement that the ordinance pro- 
hibiting the shipping of poultry into 
Atianta that is not already drawn. was 
standing in the way, and that ship- 
pers have refused to ship poultry here 
during .the holidays unless it can be 
shipped without being drawn. 

‘The shippers have notified us,” said 
the commission merchants, “that poul- 
try is searce this Crristmas, and that 
unless they can ship poultry here that 
is not drawn, they will ship it where 
it willl be accepted. We will be shy, 
very shy. on Christmas fowls unless 
that ordinance is shoved into the back- 
ground, and that right soon.” 


Then the board of health rushed to 


the rescue. 

Mayor Maddox was present at _ the 
meeting, and the question of ignoring 
the ordinance until January 1 was dis- 
cussed. The board decided that it could 
take such action, and, accordingly, no- 
tified the merchants to -proceed to re- 
ceive shipments of poultry, regardless 
of whether they are drawn or quar- 
tred. 

“The board is of the opinion that it 
had authority to repeal the ordinance 
temporarily to relieve this situation,” 
said Dr. J. P. Kennedy, “and we ac- 
cordingly took that action. “The mer- 
ehants told us it would be impossible 
to get poultry into Atlanta under the 
ardinance, because poultry scarce, 
and the demand is so great that ship- 
pers will not take time to draw, and 
will sell to those merchants who do 
not demand that it be drawn.” 

The ordinance requiring that poultry 
be drawn before bein~ shipped to At- 
lanta was adopted about three years 
ago, and this is the first occasion that 
it has been necessary to set it aside 
in order to get poultry shipped here.

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‘It @eems strange to me sometimes 
that doctors will go on using the pur- 
ple permanganate solution for the 
‘treatment of urethral trouble, when 
they certainly cannot. in but rare in- 
‘stances, get any real decided benefit 
from its use. 

I have seen it demonstrated £0 
dtten that I know what I am talking 
about. and there is not a day that goes 
by but what someone comes into my 
office to tell me the story of how 
much they have suffered from the use 
of these irrigations.

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Big Foot Movement Under Way in China 


Royal Ban Put 
On Small Feet 


(Copyright, 1909, by — G. Carpen- 
ter. 


Nanking.—The new woman promises 
to be a live figure in the future of 
Chine. Today she is practically @ 
slave in the hands of her husband or 
father, with few rights that men are 
bound to respect. She is a cripple, 
hobbling about on bound feet. If she 
is rich and high-class, she is not al- 
lowed to go on the streets, and if poor 
she works in the fields and does all 
sorts of drudgery. The average Chi- 
nese girl is uneducated and not one 
women in a hundred can read and 
write. The new China is to be full 
of girls’ schools, its girls’ feet are to 
be allowed their natural growth, and 
its women are to take their part in the 
work of the world. Girls are already 
employed in the telephone offices of 
Hongkong and Shanghai. They are 
teaching everywhere in the kinder- 
gartens and primary schools, and medi- 
cal colleges have been established to 
fit them for trained nurses and doctors. 
The Viceroy of Wuchang has a school 
in which the boys and giris study to- 
gether, and the same is true of Tuan 
Fang, the Viceroy of Nanking. There 
are several large girls’ schools in Pe- 
kin, and one of the*Manchu princesses, 
a member of the imperial family, has 
established a girls’ school in Mon- 
golia. All the missionary establish- 
ments are now teaching girls and the 
demand for educated women as wives 
is far greater than the supply. 

The Anti-Footbinding Movement. 

The sentiment against binding 
feet is very rapidiy growing. The 
great empress dowager sent out an 
edict shortly before her death denounc- 
ing the custom, and advising all the 
girls and women of the empire to do 
away with it. Chang Chi Tung has 
written an article on the subject, and 
before he died Li Hung Chang advised 
that the custom be _ discontinued. 
Many of the viceroys and governors 
have sent out proclamations favoring 
the abolition of footbinding, and a 
number of societies have been started 
in the different provinces in favor of 
the natural foot for all women. In 
all the girls’ schools the government 
regulations provide that the pupils 
must come with their feet unbound, 
and a system of gymnastic exercises 
has been instituted, which are impos- 
sible for a cripple-foot pupil. In talk- 
ing last night with one of the high 
officials of Nanking, I was told that 
footbinding would soon disappear, and 
that the sentiment against it is rap- 
idly growing. The man I refer to was 
educated in the United States. Said he: 

“T have two daughters, and one is 19 
years old. Neither have bound feet. 
The same, is true of many well-to-do 
girls in my city, a@nd especially so 
with the children of high officials ail 
over the empire. The edict of the em- 
press dowager had a wonderful effect. 
it has made the big foot respectable, 
and the ordinary Chinese parent will 
give up the custom as soon as he finds 
his daughters can get husbands with- 
out it.” 

I talked 


the 


last night with a Chinese 
official, who is worth ten million dol- 
lars or more: He tells me that none 
of his women are binding their feet, 
and belleves that the practice will 
gradually disappear. 

The Big-Footed Mauehu. 


it is now footbinding is con- 
fined to the Chinese. The Manchus, 
who are the reigning family of the 
empire, have never bound their feet. 
and the great empress dowager and 
all the court ladies of Peking have 
feet which are less pinched than those 
of the average American belle. They 
wear shoes of silk and satin beauti- 
fully embroidered, and when they gO | 
Visiting, have gorgeous slippers with 
heels in the center of the sole about 
two inches high. The average Chinese 
woman has naturally a beautiful foot, 
and the same is true of the Manchu. 
it is smaller than that of the Cau- 
casian and the instep jis usually such 
that water could run under it without 
touching the skin. So far I have seen 
none which corresponds with the old 
darkey song about his sweetheart: 
“And de hollow ob her foot makes a 
hole in de groun’.” 

The Chinese women were binding 
their feet when the Manchus came in, 
and the men then wore long hair all 
over their heads. The Manchus com- 
pelled them to shave their heads, ex- 
cepting the pigtail, as a sign of servi- 
tude, and before long the practice be- 
came 80 popular that they adopted it 
themselves. It was different with the 
binding of the feet. The Tartars have 
always denounced it, and several of 
the emperors of the past have tried to 
abolish it. The custom among the 
Chinese began, it is said, more than 
a thousand years ago, having been in- 
troduced by an empress, who had 
goat's feet covered with hair, and who 
bandaged them, and thus set the 
fashion. She clothed them in yellow 


AS 


satin and they came to be known as 


golden lilies, which is the term for the 
celestial crippled tootsie-wootste of to- 
day. Of course, the people did not 


‘know of the deformity. They thought 


the empress had natural feet, and 
they bound up their children to make 
them like her. At any rate, the cus- 
tom of the binding of the feet came 
into vogue, and to this day it is 
common. 

How a Bound Feoeot Looks. 

No one who has not seen a golden 
lily with the bandages off can appreci- 
ate how one of these deformed Chinese 
feet looks. In the satin shoe embrod- 
ered with gay silk or silver and gold 
it is more like a stuffed club than a 
foot. The big toe only rests on the 
ground, and the size of the foot is 
measured by this rather than the full 
length of the foot. I know of one 
woman who has a foot so small tnat 
she can stand on a silver dollar and 
the sole will not come outside of the 
edges. The wife of one of the vice- 
roys has feet an inch and a quarter 
long, and the favorite concubine of 
another has feet an inch long and half 
an inch wide. While the average 
bound foot is not over two inches in 
diameter where it rests on tne 
ground. 

Taking off the bandages, one sees 
that the part of the foot which touches 
the ground is never more than the toe 
and the heel, and often only the toe. 
The binding is done go that the foot 
is crushed out of shape. The instep 
is thrown up and the toe and the heel 
tiled together, while the other four toes 
are bent under the foot An the crack 
between them. It is very difficult to 
see a Chinese girl’s foot unbound. but 
I once had the opportunity to examine 
one. It was in a hospital, and I posed 
as a consulting physician. The patient 
was @ high-class girl of sixteen who 
had sprained her ankle, and she had 
taken off the bandages to allow the 
doctor to dress it. Her leg was not 
swollen, but the foot to me was a 
horrible sight. The four small toes 
had almost grown into the sole and 
there was a crack about three inches 
deep where the heel and big toe came 
together. I could have slipped a silver 
dollar into that crack and the flesh 
would have hidden it. The skin over 
the instep was as rough as though it 
had been chafed with the cold, and it 
was crackled and sore. The girl's ieg 
was bare half way to the knee. (t 
looked like a pipestem, or rather a 
basebal! club. It had no calf, and the 
doctor told me that the small feet 
throw the muscles of that part of the 
leg into disuse, and that the leg below 
the knee js straight to the ankle. The 
sight of the bare foot is so disgusting 
that the women and giris are chary 
about showing their feet to the men of 
the family. Indeed, ¥ am told that a 
husband rarely sees his wife's feet, al- 
though when husband and wife sleep 
in the same bed their heads rest at op- 
posite ends of the cover. 

Horrors of Footbinding. 

The binding of the feet begins at dif- 
ferent ages in different parts of China. 
In this part of the Yangste valley it 
is Started at the age or four or five 
years. The little girl is taken on the 
lap of her mother, and a professional 
footbinder wraps one foot and then 
the other round and round with a long 
piece of tape about half an inch wide. 
Before she begins she presses the four 
small toes down under the sole, and 
then takes a turn of the tape about 
the big toe at the joint. Fastening this, 
she stretches the tape bac k 
around the heel, pressing it downward 
so that the instep is thrown slightly 
up. The tape is next carried to the 
front of the foot, and the small toes 
bound so tightly that they are sunk 
into the flesh. The child cries during 
this operation, and, in fact, she keeps 
crying a great part of the time there- 
after. Next a piece of stiff cloth is 
wrapped about the foot and fastened 
on with streng thread so tightiv that 
the foot cannot grow. Tight-fitting 
shoes or slippers are then added, and 
over these more binding Is put, so that 
the foot finally looks like a club. 

As the child grows the bandages 
have to be made tighter and tighter, 
and the children must be punished to 
keep them from tearing them off. It 
is a common saying that every small 
foot has filled a hogshead with tears: 
I have heard of cruel mothers who 
keep a club beside them at night in 
case children cry from the pain in 
their feet, but I doubt if this is the 
case except with the mothers-in-law, 
who have a bad reputation in China, 
Sometimes opium is given to quiet the 
pain, and sometimes the girl hangs 
her legs over the edge of the wooden 
bedstead, so-as to stop the circulation 
and thus ease it. If the binding is 
too tight the foot is liable to break 
in two at the instep, and the bones 
come through the flesh. Sometimes 
mortification sets in, and the toes drop 
off. I have known of women losing

their feet by having them frozen, the 
lack of circulation preventing them 
from resisting the cold. At a Canton 
hospital which I visited some time ago 
a woman who had lost her feet in this 
way walked in on the stumps to be 
treated. 
Can the Cripples Be Cureat 

One of the live questions which 
now befcre the women of China 
whether their feet can be cured if they 
take off the bandages. In the case of 
the older women it is impossible, al- 
though even they can be relieved of 
pain. Their deformed feet, however, 
cannot be made over again, and they 
must walk with canes or hobble to 
the end of their days. The feet of 
the younger women largely resume their 
natural shape, although they have none 
of the beauty of those which have not 
been bound. The unbinding has to be 
carefully done, and the feet must be 
rubbed and massaged to increase the 
circulation. It is difficult to persuade 
the women whe have been binding 
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their feet to stop, but the young girls 


are wild for the change, and that ¢€s- 
pecially as it is not becoming possi- 
ble to gét a husband if one’s foot is 
large. Indeed, the big foot, or rather 
the unbound foot, is liable to be a 
beau-catcher. As a-Chinese officia! 
said to me, the men of the new regime 
are anxious to have their wives g0 
about with them, and those who have 
a chance to travel abroad would like 
their company. This is not possible 
with the small-fcoted woman, who has 
often to walk with a cane or to have 
servants support her when she goes out 
from home. 
Anti-Footbinding Societies. 

This movement against footbinding 
is being pushed by associations of na- 
tive men and women in different parts 
or China. ‘There is an organization in 
Canton, known as the No Footbinding 
Society, to which ten thousand fathers 
beicng. They heve pledged themselves 
not to bind the feet of their daugh- 
ters and not to object to their sons 
marrying girls with bound feet. Many 
of the wives of the members have 


}taken off the bandages, and literature 
denouncing the custom is being dis- 
tributed. 

There a similar organization in 
far western China on the borders of 
Tibet, and for some years a propa- 
ganda against this evil: has been car- 
ried on at Shanghai. There is an Eng- 
lishwoman of Shanghai who has done 
more perhaps for the female cripples 
of this nation than any native man 
or woman. I refer to Mrs. Archibald 
Little, who has written several excel- 
lent books upon China. It was she 
who originated :the T’ian Tsu Hui So-. 
ciety, which advocates natural feet 
for the women of China. This was 
Started about fifteen years ago, with 
branches all over the empire. It was 
supported by the missionary women 
and other foreigners, and it has dis- 
tributed tracts, picturing the evils of 
the practice everywhere. It memorial- 
ized the throne, and was largely in- 
Strumental in getting the empress 
dowager to send out the big foot edict. 
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Among other pictures made by this 


society was the photograph of a bound 
foot by the X-ray process. This shows 
how horrible the foot is deformed, the 
bones being crushed out of shape. 
Small Feet vs. Tight Waists. 

I have talked with many Chinese 
abcut the natural foot woman. The 
best of them deprecate the custom of 
foot binding, and all say that it is 
bound to go. At the ‘same time they 
get even with me by denouncing the 
yractice of lacing, s6 common among 
the women of the United States, say- 
ing that it is worse to compress the 
vital organs than the feet. They con- 
sider the small waist ugly, rather than 
beautiful, and say both customs have 
treir foundation in depraved ideas of 
the beautiful. One Chinese remarked: 

“Our men have been accustomed to 
consider small feet beautiful. The 
women think the men like it, and that 
the girl who has a golden lily foot 
will have a better chance for mar- 
riage. Theréfore they undergo the 
pain of binding. Your men think the 
wasp-like waist is beautiful, and there- 
fore your women squeeze their bones 
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| by tying one end of the corset rope 
to a bedpost and pulling on the other 
in order to lace it the tigher. You 
may call our people a nation of crip- 
pies because the better class of women 
have to hobble around on bound feet. 
From tight lacing your people are a 
nation of invalids. Three-fourths of 
your women are under the care of 
the doctors half the’ time, and that 
from the bad practice of lacing. I 
venture that on the average the 
Chinese woman is healthier than the 
American woman. Why do you not 
ftay at home and advocate an anti- 
waist-binding society, instead of com- 
ing over here to write about foot 
binding?” 
The Abolition of the Queue. 

Connected with the anti-foot-bind- 
is another relating to 
the men. This is for the abolition of 
the queue. The high-class offictals 
and the better element of the people 
are seriously discussing doing away 
vith the pigtail. This was not favored 
by the old empress dowager. It was 
proposed to her in 1898, but she re- 
plied that no edict favoring it should 
be issued while she lived. Now that 
she is dead the question is again agi- 
tated and the queue will eventually 
go. Some of the schoolboys are al- 
ready cutting off their hair, and there 
is a strong sentiment that this should 
be enforced in the army. The soldiers 
find their pigtails very inconvenient 
in warfare. They must be wrapped 
about the head before going into bat- 
tle, and the constant shaving and 
braiding necessary to &eep them in 
order cannot be done during a cam- 
paign. Besides, in the case of a hand- 
tc-hand fight the man who wears the 
queue is at a disadvantage, as he can 
be jerked this wav and that by his 
enemy. The Chinese policemen now 
coil their queues like a snake inside 
caps. They segously impede 
attempts at arrest, and they 
to get rid of them. It is the 
with many of the leading states- 
men. Said Mr. Cheng, the former ad- 
viser of one of the viceroys, to me: 
“T should like to see an edict for all 
officials to cut off their queues. I can 
tell you that mine will go off the first 
day it comes, and that there are mil- 
lions of other Chinese who will be 
glad to get it. We only keep them 
because it ig according to the fashion 
and the law, and we shall be glad to 
see them fo.” 

The queue came into China as a 
badge of servitude to the Manchus, and 
it is still compulsory. In some of the 
secret societies which have been re- 
cently organized to do dway with the 
Tartar government the candidates for 
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membership are requested to cut off 
their queues, and they sometimes do 
sO. This, however, is dangerous, as 
it might be looked upon as a sign 
of rebellion. Many of the students 
who go to America adopt foreign 
clothes and cut off their hair while 
abroad. They use false queues when 
they return. Such things are sold in 
every Chinese city. The hair is hung 
up on sheets and one can get a very 
fair pigtail for from 50 cents to a 
collar. Many of the Chinese wear 
false queues and not a few reinforce 
their hair with black silk thread. 
Will the Chinese Wear Pants? 

And all this brings me to another 
question that is agitating the men of 
this empire. This is, will the Chinese 
wear trousers? tT answer yes. The 
women have had them from time im- 
memorial, and the workingmen of the 
lower classes are wearing them now. 
It ts only the gentlemen who are al- 
wavs clad in long gowns. They wear 
silks, satins and velvets, but .they of- 
ten have on trousers under their 
dresses, and by the new movement 
they will abolish the latter and come 
out clad like the Japanese or our- 
sulves. 

Already the soldiers have uniforms 
of coats and pantaloons of wadded cot- 
ton, 
is much the same. These new trous- 
ers are far different from those of the 
old Chinese cut. They are sewed up 
in the back and are gradually ap- 
proachi#g the shape of our western un- 
mentionables. . 

1 wonder if you have ever seen a 
pair of Chinese gent’s pants? The reg- 
ulation cut is a cross between waddcecd 
drawers and bloomers, with a sliced 
out at the back. They make one think 
of little Dickie Dout, “with hts shirt- 
tail out.” They bag at the knees and 
wrinkle down the leg, reminding one 
of the farmer's remark about the ele- 
phant. This farmer had gone to the 
circus, and upon his return was asked 
what he thought of the animals. He 
replied that they all sulted him well 
with the exception of the elephant. 
And it, too, was all right, but it had 
too much slack in its pants. 
that is the trouble with the old Chinese 
trousers, and it is so also with the 
new styles now coming in.

TAFT AND SHiP SUBSIDIES 
ARE DISCUSSED BY WATSON 


Editor Constitution: Since President 
Taft has again urged upon congress 
the aduption of a ship subsidy policy, 
and since that appears to be one of 
the orthodox republican measures, it 
may interest your readers to know 
something about it. 

You will remember that a few Sun- 
days ago, you published a letter writ- 
ten to me by John M. Maxwell, editor 
of The American Fiag, which is the 
name of the magazine published by 
the Republican Ship Stbsidy League, 
at Cleveland, Ohio. You will recall 
that he had very offensively inquired 
of me where I got the money that 
supported the Jeffersonians. He stated 
that there was a European conspiracy 
against the restoration of the Ameri- 
ean Merchant Marine, and that I was 
fn favor of it. After having signed 
his letter, he put a postscript, in 
which he stated: “This is an open let- 
ter. You can use it if you desire to; 
in fact, ¥ challenge you to do se.” 

You will remember that I not only 
published his letter, and replied to 
it, but that I told hi mto give me 
the names of the men who are financ- 
ing the ship subsidy campaign.. He 
wee told that not a single dollar of 
tainted money had come into my busi- 
ness, but that I had good reason to 
suapect that his propaganda was sup- 
ported by the very republican manu- 
facturers and trans-continental rail- 
roads that are seeking to pull the 


government for subsidies. You will 
remember that he actually admitted | 
that some of the money whi 
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ported his campaign came from Ameri- 
can manufacturers who desired to in- 
crease their business in South Ameri- 
ca, where they are already shipping 
their goods, and selling them at about 
one-third less than they charge their 
fellow-citizens in the United States. 
Reply From Secretary Piston. 


Inasmuch as Maxwell had come at

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postal revenues would be thus misap- 
proprinted, a direct bounty would be 
paid to the ship ownres. In other 
words, it is one of the various forms 
of a direct, indefensible, unlawful, un- 
necessary subsidy. 

Some of the advocates of the sub- 
sidy system gre in favor of a bounty 
on foreign goods of the non-dutiable 
sort, or a preferential tariff against 
cargoes brought over in foreign bot- 
toms. Whether it would be possible to 
gather up. anywhere, a ship load of 
non-dutiable goods, it is not easy to 
say: but if we were importing non- 
dutiable goods by the ship load, and 
we should pay to the owners of the 
incoming vessels a bounty out of the 
treasury for those importations, why 
would not that be a direct subsidy? 
To take the money of all the people 
and give it to the few who own Sea-+ 
going vessels, is manifestly undem- 
eeratic and unjust. To levy a prefer- 
ential tariff of, say 25 per cent, against 
cargoes that come over in ships be- 
longing to foreigners, would simply 
mean that Americans who own sea- 
going vessels would run up their 
prices to the consumers of this coun- 
try, and take the benefit of the prefer- 
ential tariff, just as they are now 
‘reaping the benefit of the present in- 
famous tariff. which grew out “of the 
Morrill act passed during the Civi} 
war. 


Case of Great Britain. 


The advocates of these various 
forms of special privilege and of ship 


subsidies never tire of instancing the 
fact that Great Britain pays $8,000,000 
per year in ship subsidies. Suppose 
the amounts that Great Britain pays 
th that manner are indeed ship sub- 
sidies, how would that make them 
right? Are we to pattern after Great 
Britain in everything? Over there 


| they have kings and lords and entailed 


estates. Do we desire to imitate her 
example in respect to those matters? 
If we are going into the business 4” 
running our government as England 
runs here, why not have free trade, 
under which Great Britain has taken 
the commerce of the world away from 
tariff-cursed uations? Great Britain 
pays her governmental expenses by 
taxes laid upon wine, liquors, fruits, 
tea, coffee, land, incomes, inheritances. 
A poor man cap live in Great Britain 
without paying any national tax at all. 
He can’t do it in America, unless he 
can go into the woods, live on roots 
and acorns, dress in the hides of wild 
animals and sleep in a hollow tree or 
cavern. 

As a matter of fact, the subsidies 
which Great Britain is said to pay to 
ship owners is in remuneration for 
mail service actually performed at rea- 
sonable rates. As to a few of the 
larger steamers, it is understood that 
Great Britain contracts with the cor- 
porations owning them (provided 
the vessels are built in such a way 
that they can readily be transformed 
into fighting ships) to pay the extracost 
which they put themselves to in the 
construction of their vessels. 

The German subsidies are frequent- 
ly referred to. As a matter of fact, 
that money is paid for mail service, 
and for the establishment of lines of 
steamers to the-distant German pos- 
sessions, where it would be unprofit- 
able otherwise to do business. 

| Tried it Once. 

These clamorers for ship subsidies 

do not seem to know that our gov- 


. ernment tried this ship subsidy policy 


from 1867 to 1873, without benefiting 
the merchant marine in the slightest 
degree. On the other hand, the eor-

It is not generally known that our 
merchant marine is larger than that’ of 
the mistress of the seas, Great Britain.

These figures are 
found in the statistical abstract of 
1908. By the last edition of the 
Statesman’s Year Book, which is in my 
library; the number of vessels of the 
merchant marine of Great Britain was 


be only too glad to enter the service 
of Uncle Sam in case of war, but there 
are vessels to the amount of 1,000,000 
of tons flying foreign flags which 
really belong to Americans. In case 
of war these vessels would run into 
American ports for protection, and they 
would be only too giad to sell to or 
serve our government.

We were recently very deeply im- 
pressed with this paragraph, quoted 
from Congressman John Sharp Wil- 
liams, of Mississippi, which invites se- 
rious thought:

The Georgia State Association of 
Graduate Nurses will present a “bill” 
at the next meeting of the general as- 
sembly of Georgia. The measure 1s en- 
titled an act to regulate the practice 
of professional nursing in the state of 
Georgia, and to that end to create a 
board of «examiners of nurses for Geor- 
gia, and to require registration by 
those desiring to practice in the state 
as registered nurses. 

The request will be made that the 
governor appoint a board of examiners 
of nurses for the state of Georgia. 

There are severa] sections of the 
“pill,” apparently all reasonable and 
wise, leading to the protection of the 
petient. 

Section 9, which is copied in full, 
proves the altruistic spirit in which 
the association desires to work, while 
raising the standard of the profession. 

“Section 9. Be it further enacted, 
that this act shall not be construed to 
affect or apply to gratuitous nursing of 
the sick by friends or members of the 
family, and it shall not apply to any 
person nursing for hire, who does not, 
in any way, assume to be a registered 
nurse, and who does not use the title 
registered nurse, or the letters ‘R. N., 
ey other letters, words, or figures, for 
‘the purpose of representing that he 
or she is a registered nurse within 
the meaning of this act.”

Registered 
nurses, or those entitled to use the let- 
ters ‘R. N.’ after their signature, are 
those nurses who have not only done 
credit to the training schools from 
which they have graduated and whose 
diplomas they hold, but those who 
have, in addition, passed the require- 
ments of the state examining board of 
nurses.” ‘ 


Differences in Two Hodies. 

The above.letter shows exactly the 
difference in the two bodies of nurses, 
and it is a difference which should be 
understood by eyery citizen in every 
small] town or village unsupplied with 
trained nurses. Where, whenever % 
wrave emergency arises, it is theh cus- 
tom to telegraph any druggist in At- 
lanta “send us a nurse on first train.” 
Knowing the nature of the illness, the 
qualifications of the different bodies 
of nurses would permit one to obtain 
the services of the best R. N. nurses, 
and naturally the highest salaried, for 
causes of grave moment, and to content 
one’s self with a good trained nurse, 
but of less efficiency and at less salary, 
for the many cases of slight illness 
where less responsibility devolves on 
the nurses. 

A parallel case would be the family 
physician and the specialist. For or- 
dinary sickness one wants one’s own 
dear family doctor; for a serious case 
he himself usually suggests sending for 
a specialist. 

The “R. N.” Nurses’ Association hope 
to reach the standard that there will 
be a reliable register kept of all reg- 
istered and unregistered nurses with 
the leading druggist of every city and 
town in Georgia. This is a matter of 
such extreme importance to every cit- 
izen in the state that no opposition 
is expected to the “bill,” but should it 
arise, the “R. N.” Asso@tiation bespeaks 
the interest of all their friends among 
the club women.

On behalf of the Nineteenth Century 
History Club of Atlanta, permit me to 
report that, as a club, we have reached 
the mature age of twenty-three win- 
ters.

- CENTURY CLUB 


The Twentieth Century Library Club, 
of Tifton, sends greetings to the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs, the 
year 1909 closing one of our nfost in- 
teresting and satisfactory years’ work, 
having fully met all the requirements 
of the federation. 

Arbor day was fittingly observed and 
appropriate exercises were held in the 
school auditorium, after which three 
hundred trees were planted on the 
school grounds and streets, our coun- 
cil having appropriated *60 and our 
club $13, besides private donations. 
We also held our ahnual Christmas 
bazar in December, and on February 
4 we celebrated our fourth anniversary 
and also Library day. This is one of 
our very best features, as it means 
SO much to our rural.schools. 

We now have fifty-seven books in 
our traveling library, and it has been 
an incentive for several schools to be- 
gin libraries of their own. We have 
a membership of 60, and have raised 
$1,121.22, and expended $635.14. We 
have given $25 to Tallulah Industrial 
school, and also $3 toward paying 
teacher’s salary. During the summer 
months a reception was given to the 
teachers in the country, and was very 
much enjoyed and appreciated by them. 

Our library was kept open during 
the summer months, and is maintained 
by the club and town, our. city 
council donating $25 a month. We have 
added an entirely new’ feature this 
year, in taking up the lyceum work. 
We do not expect it to be remunera- 
tive, but by having the very best at- 
tractions, we want it to be uplifting 
to our town and community. 

We have out a very complete year 
book, and expect to do the greatest 
year’s work ever done in the history of 
our club, especially along the line of 
civic {mprovement. The chairman, by 
the mayor’s aid, reported $91 on hand 
at the first meeting in October, there- 
by enabling her to outline the work 
So very attractively that every one is 
rallying to her support for making 
Tifton truly the “City Beautiful.” 

We have more than outgrown our 
club quarters, as we are @enstantly 
adding new members and new books 
to our list, having 1,050 volumes. 

Last, but not least, nothing ever 
daunting the women of Tifton, we 
expect to begin work very soon on a 
$10,000 library bullding. the lot al- 
ready having been donated in the 
spring by one of our most staunch 
supporters, Mr. H. H. Tift.

A black woman died in Atlanta a 
week or two ago. There was nota line 
at the time in any Atlanta newspaper 
to note her passing. The death of @ 
negro washerwoman does not ordinarily 


make a newspaper story. 

This is not to be a “nice” story. It 
is a horribly frank story of disease, 
and morbidity, and slow, lingering 
death. Such a death as was threatened 
to every person in this big, beautiful, 
populous city, while that woman lived, 
Daily she threw off the germs Of a ter- 
rible discase—enough to infect the 
whole city. 

Now she is dead and the story can 
be told. She was a victim of tuber- 
culosis. Granted, an unusual victim, 
but still a consumptive. 

That one word only partly tells the 
reason for this article. She was beyond 


dispute the most dangerous case on the 
records of the tuberculosis clinic. From 
suppurating glands in her neck, tuber- 
culosis germs threatened 150,000. 
was a Walking germ factory. 

Where did she live and die? 

This question may be uttered lan- 
gzuidly by those who feel sure she lived 
a great distance off, in some out-of- 
the-way hut, remote from contact with 
hustling, bustling, busy Atlantans. 

There is the serious point: 

She did not live in London’s Lane 
nor Dover's Alley, on Greensferry ave- 
nue, nor Robbins street, though there 
are numerous cases of tuberculosis on 
all of those streets. 

Minnie Freeman lived in the rear of 
@ house on one of the most pretentious 
and popular residence streets in the 
whole city of Atlanta. Her house was 
barely 300 feet from some of the most 
comfortable and attractive homes in 
the city. From her house several wash- 
ings formerly went out each week to 
prominent white families in Atlanta. 

What Private Charity Did. 

It would probably be just as well not 
to give fuller particulars here. Anyone 
who is interested can see the records 
and photographs at the office of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis and Visiting Nurses’ 
Association, in the Gould building. Ex- 
Governor Northen or Captain William 
G. Raoul, or Miss Rosa Lowe, will be 
delighted to show them to any Atlan- 
tan with patriotism or heart enough to 
wish to correct the evils it discloses. 

But for the work of this society, an 
epidemic like a plague of olden times 
might have been visited upon Atlanta. 
Instead of two or three hundred deaths 
&® year from tuberculosis, there might 
have been ten times that number an- 
nually for the next decade. 

Private charity has thus done a pub- 
lie service in this instance, in protect- 
ing the health of the community, that 
the city would not or could not do. 
The municipal laws do not provide for 
sending tubercular patients to the pest 
house. Atlanta has no hospital in 
Which they may be treated and CURED. 

Slowly and insidiously this disease 
is striking down its thousands all over 
the state. Georgia has Officially recog- 
niged its obligation and made a meager 
start by providing for a small sanita- 
rium at Alto, Ga. This will accommo- 
date a few patients. Atlanta has not

In the private house of a tubercular 
patient, physicians have found it al- 
most impossible to drive home this les- 
son. Victims become. careless or in- 
different. As a cons@quence, the dis- 
ease is communicated. It is found that 
in nearly every case where one member 
of the family has tHe disease, if proper 
precautions are not taken, it is con- 
tracted by others. On the other hand, 
a patient rarely forgets the stfMct reg- 
ulations of a hospital. 

Lectures and personal talks with pa- 
tients will accomplish much; nothing 
but the dally routine of a tuberculosis 
sanitarium will turn out a perfectly 


trained patient. A goldier of the reg- 
ular army is not made by drilling once 
a week. \ 
Atlanta has no tuberculosis hospital. 
The city solons have declared them- 
selves unable to apply the money need- 
ed for this purpose.

Picture of Existing Conditions. 

In the meantime, let us take a look 
at the conditions that exist here to- 
day. 

A colored woman is bending over 
her ironing board. Occasionally she 
spits on her finger to test the heat of 
her irons. She works with apparent 
diffetity, stopping frequently to rest 
and cough. As the clothes are finished, 
she lays them on a bed in the room. _ 

“Chile, w’en you take dese cloze ter 
Miss Ma’y, you tells her I ain’t a’gwine 
to be able to wu’k nex’ week,” she 
says, addressing her young daughter. 

“My cough ‘s so bad dat I ain't 
hardly able ter stan’ up.” 

“Yes'm.”’ 

“T think mebbe- I got dat. tuber-klo- 
ses dey been preaching ‘bout down dar 
at de chu’ch.” 

‘Naw you ain’t, ma. 
po'ly.”’ 

Aunt Sally is a good washerwoman. 
She does the washing for three faim- 
ilies. Always she spits on her iron, 
and as the clothes are finished, piles 
them on the bed, it being the only un- 
encumbered piece of furniture in the 
room. In that bed she and her hus- 
band and the youngest child sleep. 
Two of them have tuberculosis. 

A visiting nurse from the Society for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis finds 
her out, gives her instruction and medi- 
cine. 

“You must live more out of doors, 
and get all the good food you can, and 
not work too hard,” says the angel of 
the black slums. 

“Yes, miss, I guess dat’s so; but hit 
hain’t always so dat I kin.” 

“And you mustn't pile these clean 
clothes on the bed; it’s full of germs.” 

“Yes’m, but hits de bes’ place for 
de cloze. Fact is, hits de onliest 
place I got,” says Aunt Sally, as she 
looks around at the bare, poverty- 
stricken room. 

Her giance comes back to the face of 
the nurse: 

“You ain't gwine ter tell my white

An Atlanta Slum Dweller. 

As a result of the investigation made 
a few years ago into conditions in the 
slums of New York the world learned 
that there were families of human 
beings living in inside rooms, cooking 
and eating and sleeping ten or twelve 
in a room, to which neither God's sun- 
light nor any fresh air ever penetrat- 
ed. The result was an amendment to 
the municipal laws regulating the con- 
struction of tenement houses in the 
slums. 

On lower Decatur street, in a rear 
basement behind a fi8h market and 
reached only through an alley, a ne- 
gro woman lies in a room the windows 
of which, covered with dust and grime, 
are tightly nalled down. |

A tubercular patient is not a leper to 
be avoided. He is a man to be taught 
and saved. While the disease is admit- 


| tedly dangerous and communicable as 


opposed to violently contagious, one 
may live in the same house with a con- 
sumptive and be perfectly safe. That 
implies a thorough knowledge of mod- 
ern, hygiene and a strict observance of 
all the rules, such as are taught in a 
hospital. A consumptive person is not 
a dangerous person, if he takes the 
proper precautions.

‘white plague in Atlanta is that there 


is no public sanitarium in which these 
essential things may be taught to pa- 
tients. It is not every man who knows 
how unaided to take care of himself. 


Some Depressing Statistics. 


It is a lamentable fact that from 
8,000,000 to 10,000,000 people now living 
in the United States are doomed to fill 
consumptive graves. This disease kills 
in this country every four years more 
people than were killed during the 
civil war. 
at New Orleans claimed 450 victims. 
Tuberculosis annually kills 1,000 in 
that city. A yellow fever epidemic 
ig not likely to occur soon again. The 
grim harvest of tuberculosis will con- 
tinue to be piled up year after year 
just as it has for a century. 

This is true, despite the known fact 
that tuberculosis is both preventable 
and curable. The surest and safest 
means to that end are the establish- 
ment of public hospitals. . 

In a remarkably interesting book on 
“The Great White Plague,” just pub- 
lished by Dr. Edward O. Otis,  pro- 
fessor of pulmonary diseases at Tufts 
college, medical school, he gives some 
figures showing the present destructive 
influefice of this disease. The annual 
death rate in France is 150,000; in 
Germany, 100,000; in the United States, 
227,000; Great Britain, 58,000; Austria, 
80,000; Italy, 50,000, while in the city 
of London 9,000 people are dying an- 
nually from this cause alone; in Paris, 
12,000. England has spent $600,000,000 
in fifteen years in combating tuber- 
culosis. The terrible economic loss 


The yellow fever epidemic’ 


caused by this disease will be ap- 
parent to any trained mind. 

The Martinique disaster, of recent 
date, caused a sacrifice of 30,000 lives; 
Marseilles, in 1820, lost 80,000 people 
from the plague in a short time; in 
London, in 1665, some 70,000 inhabit- 
ants perished, and in Germany, Over 
1,000,000. It is inconceivable that such 
destruction from the plague could oc- 
cur again. The annual loss from tu- 
berculosis equals and sometimes sur- 
passes these figures. 

Why is not more thought and atten- 
tion given to this destruction? Dr. 
Otis, in discussing the annual loss of 
life, says: 

“Tuberculosis has been called the 
Great White Plague. We might 
also call it the Silent White Plague, 
for, although it is a_ veritable 
plague in its universal and great 
prevalence, yet it so slowly and 
silently seizes upon its victims, 
and the world has grown 80 accus- 
tomed to it, that it possesses little 
of that dramatic quality incident 
to the ravages of the plague of 
old in their sudden and appalling 
visitation upon a community.” 

The loss and destruction has g@ne vr 
for so long that the world has almost 
come to accept it as inevitable. Yet it 
must never be losi silhi of that con- 
sumption is both PREVENTABLE and 
+CURABLE. It is blasphemy to say, 
“God wills it.” Rather man, by his 
ignorance and indifference, permits it. 

The predisposing causes of  tuber- 
culosis are poverty, overwork, !gno- 
rance, dissipation. They weaken the 
bodily forces and open the way for the 
ravages of the disease. The careless 
Spitting, coughing and sneezing of 
tubercular persons complete the havoc. 

The conquering enemies of the plague 
are sunshine, fresh air, rest, good food. 
They build up the body and fit it for 
the combat. : 

Throughout the civilized world to- 
day sanatoria have been provided at 
the public expense’ to carry oi: the 
fight against the great white plague. 
They are needed tor the care of the 


sick, aS well as for the protection of 
the well. They are to health’ what 
schools and colleges are to education. 
Atlanta has no municipal tuberculosis 
sanitarium.

SPLENDID WORK FOR YEAR 
SHOWN IN LIBRARY REPORT 


The work of the Carnegie Library 


for the past year, as shown by the re-| 


port of Miss Julia Rankin, the li- 
brarian, is phenomenal, since the in- 
come of the library for the past year 
was less than it has been for two 
years, and the actual work accomplish- 
ed shows tremendous increase in every 
department. 

The circulation of books for home 
use will reach 200,000 volumes, an in- 
crease of about 35,000 over that of 
1908. About 100,000 readers used the 
magazine reading room and the refer- 
ence room. It is estimated that not 
less than 2,000 persons visit the library 
each day, and on Saturday, November 
27, the high-water mark was reached, 
when 1,001 books were taken out of 
the library, and a conservative esti- 
mate of the visitors in the building 
that day would place the number at 
3.000. These visitors did not come for 
the sole purpose of getting the latest 
novel, as is commonly supposed by 
many who do not frequent the library, 
but they were persons from every walk 
of Hfe—the club woman, school teach- 
er, school boy and girl, who rely solely 
upon the Nbrary for debates and es- 
says, the seeker after genealogical rec- 
ords, and many others who came with 
a worthy purpose and whose wishes 
the library used every means to grati- 
fy. It is almost impossible to enumer- 
ate the variety of questions asked in 
the reference department, and here the 
bound files of the periodicals and the 
government books (for which the li- 
brary is a depository) are of inesti- 
mable value, asisshowninthe case of 
a dairyman who has read every avail- 
able bit of material in the library on 
the milk industry. and this material is 
printed only in the government pub- 
lications. An advertisement recently 
used in the Atlanta street cars was 
worked up in the reference depart- 
ment; only recently a lady found tn the 
library the material desired for use in 
a law suit in which she was involved, 
this material thus saving her a trip to 
Florida. 

Reference Department. 

The following questions, which were 
asked in the reference department dur- 
ing the past month, will serve to show 
the variety of information supplied by 
the library; material was furnished on 
tuberculosis in children, diphtheria 
antitoxin, parcels post, pneumatic-tire 
patents, foreign coin values, history of 
waterpower in the south, origin of the 
loving cup, wooden block pavements, 
North Carolina in fiction, taxation in 
France and America, duties of a lega- 
tion secretary, glycerine manufacture, 
sweet potato culture, interstate com- 
merce arbitration, guaranteed bank de- 
posits, commission form of govern- 
ment. 

The reference department above 
mentioned has sometimes been called 
the head of the library, while the cir- 
culating department is the heart. A 
visit to either of these departments 
will serve to prove this assertion. In 
the reference room there is absolute 
quiet, and the readers at each table, 
surrounded by the books containing 
the desired information, represent the 
more serious students who come to the 
Ifbrary for the purpose of study. 


Cireu‘ation Department. 

In the circulating department there 
ig more activity, for here the general

“something interesting to read,’ has 
his wants gratified. The pronoun “his” 
is used advisedly, for the larger part 
of the night work is done with men 
whose occupations deprive them of the 
use of the Hbrary during the day. The 
average number of books taken from 
this department daily is about 700, and 
the total circulation for the year 1909 
will reach about 200,000. This work 
has been done by the same staff, and 
it is needless to say that the library 
has been taxed to its utmost to serve 
the public, as this increased work has 
been done with no increase in the staff. 
The appropriation for 1909 for actual 
library purposes was only §18,450, 


$1,000 less than for 1908, and the work| 


done, by actual statistics, is one-third 
more. This tremendous use of the li- 
brary has depleted its shelves, since 
the book appropriation igs the fund 
which invariably suffers from a re- 
duced income, as other expenses, such 
as the pay roll, light, heat, etc., might 
be called fixed expenses, and have to 
be met whether the appropriation is 
large or small. More than 3,000 books 
have been worn out and discarded from 
library 
these books alone will réquire at least 
$3,000. 
Children’s Department. 

The inadequacy of the book fund is 
moré keenly felt in the children’s de- 
partment than in any other. Children's 
books do not last as long as those for 
adult readers, and at the present time 
there is practically nothing of any 
value on the shelves of the children's 
room. The circulation of books to the 
juvenile readers of the Hbrary aver- 
ages one-fourth of the total circula- 
tion, and the library finde itself abso- 
lutely unable to meet the demand for 
books of any kind in the children’s de- 
partment. It is nothing short of phe- 
nomenal that as many books should 
have been sent out from this depart- 
ment as the statistics actually show, 
and it is only on account of persistent 
mending that the library has been able 
to accomplish this much. 

The library is overwhelmingly popu- 
lar in all departments, but feels that 
its work among the younger genera- 
tion of the city should be considered its 
most important field. A large part of 
these children who flock to the Friday 
afternoon story hour come from the 
humble walks of life, and the ad- 
vantages they derive from the story 
hour and from the reading of good 
books cannot properly be estimated. 

Branch, 

The opening of the Anne Wallace 
Branch, on October 30, marked a new 
epoch in library development in At- 
lant&a The library buliding was the 
gift of Mr. Andrew Carnegie, and al- 
though the establishment of branch 
libraries in Atlanta hes not been look- 
ed upon with favor by many, the work 
already accomplished during the two 
months that this library has been 
opened seems to more than justify the 
acceptance of Mr. Carnegie’s gift. The 
building is open from 2 to 8 p. m. each 
day, and so far hae been more largely 
patronized by the children than by the 
grown people. The attendance at the 
Wednesday afternoon story hour has 
been enormous, and taxed the capacity 
of the auditorium, as each time the 
children have not only filled the 100 
chairs provided, but have sat on the 
of the aisles. 


260 members of the children’s depart- 
ment of the branch library, and there 
are hardly more than 200 juvenile 
books on the shelves. Needless to say 
the empty shelves are eloquent in their 
plea. Here again we find the library 
popular without sufficient means to 
gratify even a moderate want. 
Finally, in summing up the work in 
the library for the year 1909 it is 


shown that there are in the library 
about 50,000 volumes; of this number 
6,700 were added in 1909; 3,000 were 
worn out end removed from the lf- 
brary shelves. Nearly 4,000 new mem- 
bers were enrolled: nearly 100,000 
readers used the reading and reference 
rooms and there were circulated for 
home use about 200,000 volumes among 
the 26,000 active members of the li- 
brary.

OF THE OTHER MARKETS 


Cotton Quotations Higher 
Than New York or 


Liverpool. 


By Charies A. Dancy. 

New Orleans, December 138.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—The government bureau esti- 
mate on Friday, December 10, of 19,- 
988,000 bales as the probable size of 
the cotton crop of 1909-10 startled the 
cotton trade of the world. Even in 
this market, where by reason of the 
strong bullish sentiment that prevail- 
e4 a lower estimate was looked for 
than in either New York or Liver- 
pool. the government figures proved 
emaller than was generally expected. 
Although the census report the pre- 
ceding Wednesday had pointed to a 
bullish bureau estimate, few of the 
talent here looked for anything under 
10,200.000. One of our leading oper- 
ators on the bull side, the night before 
the government estimate was issued, 
put forth an estimate of 10,300,000, 
which about represented the general 
expectation here. 

New Orleans Highest of All. 


When the actual figures issued by 
the government were announced from 
the rostrum by Secretary Hester, on 
bureau day, the wildest scenes of bull- 
ish enthusiasm occurred. With a 
shout that fairly shook the roof of 
the cotton exchange, the bull forces 
tnok control of the local ring, and, in 
the twinkling of an eye, May con- 
tracts were pushed above the 16-cent 
mark. The advancing tendency of our 
marke was checked by heavy profit- 
taking on *he part of western bulls 
who used the strength engendered by 
the government estimate as an op- 
portunity to realize on their holdings 
of March and May contracts. The sell- 
ing was especially heavy in New 
York and tn Liverpool the latter mar- 
ket having reopened at 6 o'clock, 
their time, in order to receive the 
sovernment report. Immediately after 
the publication of the government es- 
timate, our market was higher on all 
positions than New York, while the 
parity with Liverpool was knocked 
into a cocked hat. The result was to 
attrect selling orders from the other 
two markets, as a result of which the 
advance recorded in our market was 
mot near as great as it might have 
been under the spur of such a small 
srop showing by the government. 
The real advance came the following 
day, when continental spinners, who 
had been holding off in the hope of 
a bearish crop estimate by the gov- 
ernment,-were reported as heavy buy- 
ers of spots in the Liverpool market. 
Reflecting the strength shown by 
Liverpool, our market climbed to new 
high records for the season. On this 
advance, local longs took profits free- 
ly, supplying the demand from thor- 
oughiy frightened shorts. 

Bull Leaders Justified. 

Ry far the most striking feature of 
the government estimate was the com- 
plete justification that it offered for

the bullish speculation which, during 
the month of October, in the face of 
the heaviest movement into sight on 
record, had forced prices to the level 
of 15 cents. In certain quarters of 
the cotton trade there has been a 
disposition to criticise the leaders of 
the bull campeign, but their activities 
in behalf of higher prices having 
chiefly benefited the producer of the 
staple at the time when he was ready 
to sell his cotton, have called forth 
no adverse comment in the south. It 
is now realized that had not New Or- 
leans and western déperators of large 
means and still greater courage com- 
bined against the New York bear ele- 
ment, which from one season to 4n- 
other, had made a practice of selling 
the cotton market short and breaking 
it when the movement was at ite 
height; the same tactics would have 
been successfully employed again this 
season. In this case, the New England 
and the foreign spinner and, to a 
limited extent, the southern spinner, 
would have benefited, instead of the 
southern farmer, who was able this 
year to sell his spot cotton at the 
price that it wag really worth. In 
the face of such facts as these, the 
fallacy of legislating against trading 
in cotton futures has been mage plain. 
In the first piace, as long as New 
York and Liverpool conduct future 
markets, speculators will always find 
themselves able to trade in cotton on 
contract so that the only effect of 
hostile legislation against cotton fu- 
tures is to cripple the New Orleans 
market, which ig the only marke: 
where bullfsh sentiment is inherent 
and where the interests of the pro- 
ducer of cotton are protected. The 
recent report of Commissioner of Cor- 
porations Herbert Knox Smith was a 
striking tribute to the honesty and 
fairness of the New Orleans contract, 
cur market having always used the 
system of commercial differences ap- 
proved by the government. It is a 
fact that almost continuously since 
1904, when southern speculators first 
broke the northern bearish domina- 
tion of the cotton market, New Or- 
leans future quotations have held rel- 
actively higher than simflar quotations 
at New York, and often, ‘as is the case 
now, they have held actuaily higher. 
Were the buying and seliing of cotton 
done wholly on the baisis of New 
Orleans futures quotations, the com- 
laint Commissioner Hérbert Knox 
mith makes of the evil effect on spot 
prices, due to buying limits being ap- 
plied to unduly depressed future quo- 
tations, would not have been neces- 
dary, because natural or commercial 
gtade differences, rightly applied, do 
not unduly depress the future market. 


Holidays WHill Check Advance. 


The new censug report, it is thought 
in thig market, will serve to corrob- 
orate the government estimate. In 
the event that it does, bullish specu- 
lation may again take hold of the 
market and put prices to a higher 
level than has yet been seen this sea- 
son. For the time béing,. however, the 
holiday feeling is appagent, and it js 
unlikely that any great advance will 
be seen until after January 1. There 
is a disposition on the part of leading 
bulla to rest upon their laurels and to 
give the spinning trade a chance to 
accustom itself to the changed condi- 
tions that prevail in the market as 
the result of the government confirm- 
ing short ideas which were at one time 
condemned by the spinning element of 
the trade as rank heresy. 


RAILWAYS SHOW TENDENCY | 
TO INCREASE DIVIDENDS 


Question Becomes of Up-| 


permost Interest in 
Wall Street Dis- 
cussion

New York, December 19.—( Special. )— 
With the Reading dividend: increased 
on Wednesday and the rate on Louis- 
Ville advanced on Thursday the ques- 
tion of railway dividends suddenly be- 
came of uppermost interest in Wall 
street discussion. At the present time 
the financial district is flooded with 
rumors of impending dividend in- 
creases. Some of the roads mentioned 
in that connection are the New York 
Central, the Pennsylvania, the South- 
ern Pacific, the Lake Shore, the Michi- 
gan Central and the Big Four. Within 
“* month the railroads must act on the 
demands of employees for higher 
wages. If the railroads are sincere in 
saying that they could not increase 
wages until freight rates were in- 
creased, is it wise to increase dividends 
at this time? 

Ramors May Materialise. 

Ap every day business man would 
answer no. Nevertheless, a number of 
the rumors are likely to materialize, 
for no less than eight roads have a)- 
ready increased their dividends this 
year, and two of them: the Louisville 
and the St. Louis Southwestern, have 
made two increases. How was.it pos- 
sible for those roads to increase their 
dividends? Here is the list comparing 
the present dividend rate with the pay- 
ments of the past four years:

This year’s dividend increases were 
made possible first by the early im- 
provement in general business, next 
by the satisfactory crops, then by the 
general increase that has taken place 
in freight rates since the panic, and. 
finally, by the saving that all of the 
railroads effected by reducing the per- 
centage of gross earnings offered to 
maintenance of roadbed and equip- 
ment. 

There is not the slightest doubt but 
that most of the roads which have 
increased their dividends, notably the 
Louisville, the Atchison, the Reading 
and the Jersey Central, are more than 
earning the higher rate now being 
paid; but the question remains as to 
whether or not it was wise to in- 
crease the dividends at this time.

London, December 18.—The approach 
of the holidays considerably reduced 
the volume of businesg on the stock 
exchange during the past week and 
the markets generally were featureless 
but steady.

London, December 18.—( Special.)— 
While the battle royal between the 
Lords and the Commons, overshadow 


all other questions in Great Britain 
just now, the Asiatic question is per- 
sistently forcing itself to the notice 
of the government and it has many 
elements of danger. 

The phase of the question which is 
to the fore now is the status of the 
Fast Indians in South Africa. His 
majesty’s Indian subjects are looked 
upon in South Africa a good déal as 
the Chinese and Japanese are in the 
Pacific coast of the United Statass. 
lnited South Afriea, is now an auton- 
omous and self-governing unit of the 
British Empire and one of the first 
steps taken by the South African legis- 
lature was the adoption of restrictive 
measures against the flood of Indian 
immigration. 

The East Indians having recently 
been promised a measure of home rule 
are up in arms against this discrimina- 
tion and a strong committee is now in 


London seeking the aid of the home 
government to compel South Africa to 
recognize the equality of their rights 
with other subjects throughout the 
empire. They declare the action of the 
South African government is an insult 
to which honorable men cannot sub- 


mit. 
The Canadian Situation. 

This South African situation is 
complicated by conditions in the far 
western section of Canada, The people 
there are confronted not only by the’) 
Kast Indian question, but by the 
Japanese question as. well. 

Except in the matter of allegiante 
the people of the American and British 
Pacific littoral are practically the same 
in feeiing. The sting of Asiatic com- 
petition is as keenly felt and resented 
on one side of the border as on the 
other. The stirring energy, the power 
to dream of big things and to make 
realities of these dreams, which has 
so distinguished the Americans of 
Washington, Oregon and California, is 
also a characteristic of the Pacific 
Canadians, and they also have the 
same intolerance of admitting anything 
like equality on the part of raceg not 
white.

The African and *Canadian Asiatic 
questions are so closely related that 
one cannot be touched without affect- 
ing the other. It is difficult to see 
just what the government can or will 
do in the premises. 

It must be remembered that the 
great colonies like United South Af- 
rica, Canada and Australia are prac- 
tically independent of the mother coun- 
try, so far as internal affairs are con- 
cerned. The home government has 
really less power over them ‘than the 
United States government has over the 
individual states in the Union. 

Any attempt to dictate as to what 
South Africa, Canada, Australfa and 
the Asiatic question is as acute in 
Australia as in either of the others, 
might very easily result in a declara- 
tion of indedpendence and the birth of 
another English-speaking republic. 

Favoritism in British Navy. 

When such experts as Lord Charles 
Beresford and Sir Percy Scott disagree 
so radically as to the condition of the 
navy, it ts a hard matter for a lands- 
man to. know what the situation really 
is. In a ercent letter Lord Beresford 
said: “The navy is not properly or- 
ganized or trained for war, and no 
pian of campaign can be effective un- 
less the ships are there to carry that 
plan out. We are dangerously short 
of many units, without which the fleet 
could not act in a campaign. Our inli- 
tial reverses, through want of proper 
organization, would be shocking.
